During the past few days, Hongkew end Chapai 
have been throm into a stata of great excitement, Lsorgea 
numbers of Chinese fomilies heve removed from theae 
areas where, in 1932, songuinary fighting had taken place, 
It is certain thet their fecrs are exaggerated:

; Nomaliy, the smashing of the windows of 
a Japanese shop on Nanking Road would have passed unno tifed, 
but coming, as it has, after the firat incident, the 
affair has given rise to bitter discussiensa between the 
Settlement authorities and the Japenese, with tha latter 
declaring that the Police are not according sufficient 
protection to them, It is ales reported that Japanese 
children have been assaulted by Chinese.

years, but they increased after the outbreak of the 
Italo-Abyssinien hostilitiesa. Someone said that Great 
Britein was not in a position to bother ebout affairs 
in the Far East md that Jepan could do what ashe liked.

Dear Comrades of China Communist Party Central, 

Nearly 15 months have elapsed since wa broke off 
connection with you. Since the departura of our delegate 
for Shanghai on 4th June, 1935 to attend the 7th World 
Congress of the Communist International (P.J. Page 41 of 
1935) no news hap been heard from him. 

In August laat, the Sin Chew Jit Poh of Singapore 
published the news of a Communist raid in Ghanghai in 
which it was reported that the sketch map of the Singapore 
Naval Base and a bundle of correspondence for Malaya were 
found (P.J. Page 541 of 1935}. 

We at once came to the conclusion that our delegute 
must have been arrested and your organisation muat have 
sustained a great loss ana since then our connection with 
you had been completely severed. 

Our seaman courier ha@ been to Amoy, Swatow, Hongkong 
etc. in our endeavour to establigh liaison with you but 
ao far had been unsuccessful. In April this year the 
Burma Committee recommended to us one comrade Tong Coa } 
in Swatow. Ha had since written two letters to you care 
of comrade Tong. 

On 12th June, 1936 we sent you another letter through 
@® comrade in Hainan, we do not know whether you have 
received them. But actually we have heard nothing from 
Yous. 

The comrade whom we asked to deliver this letter to 
you is a very mliable man. His name is Jan Chiu Jin 
("% aA £201 }. He had been sentenced to more than five 
years imprisonment by the British imperialist and had been

ecording to the market values at that time. Owinz to the 
depre*cion and the absence of any prospects for im.ediate 
recov-ry, most of the land-owners have,at the recvest of 
their tenants,reduced the rent, but they are still prying 
the tax according to the old assessed value of the land, and 
this has been going on for a long time. 

. "It is an established law of econorics 
that the tax should be based on the rent. The present si tua- 
tion is obviously unfair to the Land-owners and severel 
requests have been received from our members that e petition 
be mace for & re-assessment of land, 

“We hereby request you to orger the Land 
Bureau to re-assess the value of land with effect from 1937 
so thot the tax may be reduced."

At the time 
of writing the text or this notice, nothing hac yet occurred. 
However, lest it be too late for ste to say 4 few words of 
farewell to the readers of this magazine, I here express 
inyseif as foliows:- 

i) China is on the verge of ruins Unless the people offer 
resistance, they will have no means for existence. If 
the emancipation of the peopie be genuine, the oppression 
ot the people's national salvation movement should cease. 

2) When I was abroad last year, I noticed the misery of 
Chinese abroad and the inferior position of China amongst 
the Powers. After returning to China, I found that the 
invasion and oppression had become more serious. The 
whole Chinese race are in danger of becoming slaves. This 
pains my heart. I shall not consider my personal 
satety if I can do anything for the emancipation of the 
people. I fully believe that the power of the people 
is great bit unless the people persevere and wrk honestly 
together, nothing can be attained. Regardless of whét 
may happen in the future, I shali abide by this belief. 

I shall never surrender to any party who oppresses the 

people. Those who are not éatisfied with me may make 
false or malicious allegations against me to impair my 

reputation. 

I earnestly hope that the people throughout the 


country will unite and struggle jointly for emancipation.

The strike which was Jeclared by the mie and female 
workers in the employ of Foh Sing Tobacco Factory, 521 Macno 
Road, has deen concludede 


A collective agreoment was drawn up and signed oy 
the representatives of both parties concerned in the office 
of the Industrial & Souial Division on July 22m, 1941. 


On July 24th, some 200 female workers wished to 
resign in order to get a diseharging allowencs of #100 each, 
but this was refused ty the management who declared that no 
discharging allowanos oould be granted for any worker resigned 
of her own scoord. 


Upon the eoquest of the .«enagement and workers, the 
Industrial Relations Officer proceeded tu the fuctory at 5 peme 
July 25th. There were sous 250 female workers gathored outside 
of the factory gate. They atated that they would all resign 
from work ani olaim their discharglag allowance, aince ths 
management bas diasmiased four representatives. After persuasion, 
they agreed to resume work on condition that four representatives 
de rewinstated. Mr. Ting deo Ching, general manager, at first 
refused to re-inetate the four female representatives, but 
finally agresd to reinstate two. towaver, the workers were 
still not setisfied and refused to reewee work. The workera' 
representatives were tuatructed to persuade the others femle 
workorvg to rosume work aud reconsider their attitude. 


At 11 ueme July 26th, the Industrial Relationa Officer 
proceeded again to the factory. Further negotiations betwaen the 
representatives of the management and thea workere took place 
at the general mansger'sa office. The following arrangenents

Industrial Dispute 


In connection with the strike declared by some 600 
female workers of the Poh Sing Cigarette Factory, 522 Macao 
Road on July ist, 1941 and joined by 200 male workers on July 
14th, meetings of mediation were h in the office of the 
Industrial & Sooial Division st 3:50 poem. July 18th, 2iat, 
and 22nd, 1943. Messrs. Ting Heo Ching and Ting Shieo Chen 
and four females workers* representatives and two male repre- 
sentatives were present. After lengthy negotiations, the 
following terms of settlement have been agreed upon by both 
parties:~ 


(1) That the management assy dismiss some 60 female 
workers in the Tin~Packing Department due to 
siacknesa in businega and ahall pey a discharging 
ftllowance of $100 each. The manugement agreed 
to give preference of re-exnployasnt for the 
dismissed workers when business resumed normally. 


(2) That the management agreed to pay an allowance of 
50 centa per day each in addition to the cheap rice 
during suspension due to lack of matorials eas from 
the date of signing thia agreexzent.

LNDUSTRIAL DISPUTS. 


Some 600 female workers employed by the Fok Sing 
Ciaaratte Factory, 525 Mecao Road, deciured a strike on 
July 1, 1941 in order to enforces a damand for an increase 
in allowance to 50 cants per day during the period cf 
suspension, instasd of the usuel 20 centa per day. The 
nanagenent refused to sacede to the demand, and gave the 
temale workers the option of returning to work at the 
old rate of pay, or of being diastascd. The manazaneant 
also isaved a notice on July 2 to the effect that all 
thea wo.xera were suspended and must re-register. The 
management would then select those workers considered 
desirable, the cthers being dismiassd, 


Cn July 3, four representatives of the female 
workers, namely Yao Tai Ny (ws!

They said 
they had asked the workera to register in accordance with 
conditions laid down by the Vanagement. They alsc stated 
that no new workers had been employed, and that all other 
departments were working normally. Miss Hinder said 
that she considerad the dismissal of 200 workers too many, 
and requested the two reprerentatives to pick out a few 
who had been more responsible for agitation and violation 
of the rvles and regulations, the rest to be re-employed. 


Negotiations between representatives cf the Yanaze- 
ment and of the workers took place on July 10, 13, and 12; 
but no settiement was reached, The Management insisted 
on the re-registration of the workers, who in turn insiated 
on total re-employment. Thus a deadlock occurred, 


At @ a.m. July 14, some 200 male workers of the 
same Factory declared a atrike in eymoathy with the female 
workers, Some 100 workers came to the Compound cf the 
Administration Buildiag to request mediation, They pre- 
santed the following demands: 


{1} Theat all the female workers be 
re~instated, 


(2} That an increase of 20 cents per 
dey in allowanee be granted, making 
a total of 40 cents, 


{3) That an increase te granted in the 
amount of chaap rice sold each month, 
from 2/19 - 3/10 of a ofecul per month, 
at, the rate of $37 per pieul.

The representatives of the workers refused to comply, however.

The representative of the Industrial Relations Section 
of the Division proceeded to the factory at 9 a.m. on the 
morning of the 16th.

On July i? at ll a.m,., Mr. Ting Heo Ching, General 
Manager, was again interviewed py Misa Hinder. She ver=- 
sueded him to take all the workers back, agreeing that only 
20 workers, the worst offenders, should be dismisaed. kr, 
Ting was requested to select the names of thease, and present 
the list with the varticulars of their offences. Miss Hinder 
also persuaded him to re-open the factory on the following 
Monday, in order to minimize the seriousness of the dispute; 
but negotiations would continue, 


Mr. Ting agreed tc list the names of those whom 
he desired to dismiss, for the sake of discipline: the list 
was to be presented on the following Saturday morning, The 
workers were informed of the situation, and the representatives 
requested to come to the Division office on July 19 at 10 a.m. 
for further mediation. 


At 10 a.m, July 18, ten male and femals workers’ 
representatives called in the office of this Division to make 
a report, They stated that at four o’clock on July 17, the 
Management, represented by Mr. Ting Shiao Chen and Mr. Ying 
Yung Kwei, had taken a room, No. 216, in the Tien Zen Hotel, 

66 Chefoo Road, for the purpose of holding « secret mesting. 
Four workers’ representatives wa resent, namely Tsai Keh 
Kai (#<$ 4, Li Lien Ching (Eye: ), Chang Yang Pao (}4,F%,7) 
and Cheng Ai Pac (Pp ®x'3).

They were told by the Chief of the Division that this 
office could not negotiate with the management for the recognition 
of any labour union not registered with the Special Branch of the 
Shanghei Municipel Police; however, the Division was prepared to 
discuss the economic issue concerning livelihood of the workers, 


At 3 p.m. Aprii 10, the same w rkera’ representatives 
called again in the office and insisted on their demand for recognition 
of the Foh Sing Cigarstte Factory Labour Union. fhey were then 
told that the Division would not mediate in the dispute, 


Direct negotiations between the management and the repre-

Migration Of Warkers 

A considerable number of these { 
workers, it is said, are skilled in 
some particular trade and cannot be 
easily replaced. On the other hand, 
it is admitted that the preseni dif- 
ficultty in obtaining empioyment has 
been an equally important factor in 
driving skilled workers away from 
Shanghai. Those who remain, how- 
ever, will be influenced to migrate 
ta places where living is cheaper if 
they can obtain nothing better than 
starvation wages in Shanghai.

Some 200 women workers of the 
Great Eastern ‘lobacco Works, 956 
Wuiing Road, continued their 
“stay-in” strike for the fourth day 
yesterday as negotiations for! 
setlling the labor trouble remained |. 
deadlocked, 

Starting on Saturday morning 
when their employers announced 
that the factory would be closed 
for tWo weeks because of the dearth 
in demand, the workers have since 
remained inside the plant, refusing 
tao leave despite the repeated al- 
fempts on the part of the Settle- 
ment police to persuade the women 
‘o Yacate the premises. 

Want Compensation 

The strikers, among whom only 
a handful are men, are asking for 
a “maintenance fee" during the 
period of the closedown. This de- 
mand has so far been rejected by 
the employers who claimed thal 
cigarette trade has been so bad 
since the outbreak of the Sino- 
Japanese war that they are not in 
@ position to appropriate a “main- 
tenance fee” even for che investors. 

The “stay-in” strike, however, nas 
not prevented workers from leaving 
and entering the factary as they 
desire. During the day, small 
groups of laborers departed for their 
home to fetch food and then re- 
turned to plant to continue their 
struggle. Members of the workers’ 
families also went to the factory 
to visit the strikers, bringing food, 
clothes and other things for the]. 
comfort of the workers. ; 

Situation Quiet 

Despite the length of the strike 
and the deadiock in negotiations, 
temper remained al an even keel. 
Bsth the employers and their ad- 
versaries, the strikers, have been 
good natured and friendly. One 
policeman stood watch outside the 
factory, but he has not been 
called upon to quell disturbances 
which are usually connected with 
labor troubles. 

An official of the tobacco works 
told Tue Cuina Press yesterday 
that he saw little possibility for 
an early settlement. Neither the 
strikers, nor the employers, he 
said. are likely to budge. from their 
stand 

Prepare For Long Stay 

The strikers, he sald. have all . 
brought in blankets and beddings 
to prepare for a prolonged stay. 
These have been laid out alongside 
the machines tn the plant. The big 
bedroom in the main room of the 
factory has all the appearance of 
a huve refugee camp, he said.

YING JU-KENG ISSUES STATEMENT ReGARDING 
EAST HOPLI AUTONOMOUS GOVERNMENT 


A special telegram frum 
Peiping dated April 19 reports that Mr. Ying Ju-keng, 
head of the East Hopei Autonomous Goverment, issued 


the following statement regarding the impossibility of 
dissolution of his governments- 


“The one party administr: tive 
policy adopted by the National Government works only 
for the private good of several leading officials of 
the Government, including General Chiang Kai-shek. The 
foreign policy of the Nanking Government is to oppose 
Japan and to rely upen Zuropean Powers. The three 
principles of the people are a copy of European ideas, 
The idea of the Kuomintang is to join hands with Soviet 
Russia and secure éconamic assistance from Great Britain, 
while neglecting adoption of a better local adwinistration 
for the people. If the situation is left to take its 
orn course, China will be throughly under the influence 
of Soviet Russia and Great Britain while there will be 
no hopé for co-operation between Japan, Manchukuo and 
China. The fundamental reason for the establishment 
of the East Hopei Autonomous Government is to remove 
ail such evils ae the control of the Bast by European 
Povers and to eppose communism and the three principles 
of the people by promoting Conficius’ teaching. fhe 
area under the East Hopei Autonanous Government is small 
and ite population not more than 7,000,000 but it was 
formed in accordance with the wishes of the people. 

The National Government is reported to be demanding 
Japan's dissolution of the East Hepei Autonomous Govern- 
ment as the firat step in promoting Sino-Japanese 
relations, and certain Japanese are considering the matter. 
It should not be imagined that if the East Hopei Autonomous 
Government dissolves Sino-Japanese relations will be 
improved. Relations between Japan end China were just 
ag bed even before the establishment of the Bast Hopei 
Autonomous Government. Japan ahould not be asked 

for the dissolution of the Last Hopei Government which 
Was established in accordance with the wishes of the 
people there. It is ridiculous to say that the trade 
in East Hopei is to ve calied smuggling because the 
Government there has reduced its tariff for the benefit 
of both the Japanese people and the people of Hopei. 

¥or this reaso, the Nanking Sovernment should open 
negotiations direct with the East Hopei Goverrment 
concerning such matters. The Nanking Government 
concerns itself too much with the using of the five- 
colour flag vy the East Hopei Government but these 

are the real national colours of Chins, while the flag 
peing used by the Nanking Government is the benner of 

the Kuomintang. There? are A large number of Chinese 

whe wish to use the iive-crcloured national flag. The 
Bast Hopei Autonomous Government is the base for forming 
an economic bloc in*cluding Japan, Menchukuo and China. 
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Japan cannot co-operate with tne National Gov rnment 

as the latter is in tne hands of Great britein and 

soviet Russia. Certain Japanese are reported to 

ve considering the sacrifice of tne East hopei 

autonomous Government in exchange for economic co-operation, 
but the Hast Hopei Gov. rnment will absolutely refuse 

to accept any agreeuent which may be concluded > tveen 
Japan and China for its dissolution,

A Special telegrem from Nanking 
deted February 14 reports th: t during t.e pas; few 
dzys an anti-Japanese petition group of some t:’ enty 
person representing the Shanghai Various Circles National 
Salvation Association has arrived in »« Nanking. With 
the aBsistance of certain high officials, they will 
submit a petition to the Third Plenary Session to be 
held on February 15 suggesting the adoption of the 
proposals submitted by the anti-~Japanese popular front. 

The group, which is heeded by 
Mr. gen Sun Kao, Cu, Princiyri of the Shanghai Lin Ching 
Primary Schocl, consists of radical ' anti-Japenese 
members of various red organizations belonging to the 
Shanghai Various Circles National Salvation Association. 
On January 2C the group proceeded to Soocho and sutritted 
a petition to the Kiangsu High Court for the release of 
its hdc leaders. tn Yebruary 16 they will submit a 
petition/the Third Plenary Session, through Generel 
Feng Yu Hsiang and Generai Li Li Chun. Various anti-~ 
Japanese organizations in Shanghai are reported to be 
planning demonstrations in favour of the petition at 
various places in Shanghai, 
The petition contains the 

following proposalsy- 


1} Let. China unite and resist Japan, 

Mobilize immediately to declare 
war against Japan, exterminate the puppets, recover lost 
territories, suspend diplomatic negotiations so long as 
the enemy continue to attack China, abolish all disgraceful 
treaties and exterminate the traitors and persons who 
are pro-Japanese. 

2) Co-operation with Powers on friendly terms 
with Chine. 

China should conclude mutual 
aid agreements with Soviet Russia, France, the United 
States and Great Britain which are on friendly terms with 
China and good will agreements should be concluded with 
those Fowers which are maintaining a neutral attitude, 


3) Democracy be enforced. 
The Soverdgnty of China is in 


the hands of the Chinese people who enjoy sufxrase. In 
times of national crisis the people and government 
must work as one body. Jor this reason, en extension 
of the suffrage sheuid be comanded. 
4) Political disputes to be settled in peaceful 
manner. 

Armeé forces should not he used 
in the settlement of internal political disputes. 
Conferences should ve heid between the Central Government 
and the local governments, the Governnent and the people 
to maintain peace and order.

Heavy police guards 
were on hand and passengers had 
tn undergo a thorough search by

The pamphlet, couched in the 
usual patriotic vein, stated that 
the All-Shanghai National Salva- 
tion Association had determined 
to make a last sacrifice and that 
they were going to petition the 
Government to declare war on 
Japan. The reasons for same was 
that the Japanese Imperialists 
had not only flooded the Chinese 
market with smugeled goods and 
thus dealt a death-blow to Chinese 
merchants. but hed also increased 
their garrisen in North China by 
more than 30,000 strong, making 
North Choina a second “North- 
West” (Manchoukuo).

Geodwill of China 


The question is really of greater im- 
portance than mere student demonstra- 
tions in a far distant city. May I re- 
mind the House that it is vital to 
Great Britain that we should have 
the good will of the Chinese people? 
Our trade with China is by no means 
unimportant, and if there is illwill 
on the part of the Chinese they are 
perfectly capable of applying boy- 
cotts to British goods such as they 
have applied to Japanese goods. I 
may venture to give figures, during 
the last five years, partly owing to 
the anti-Japanese boycott in China, 
the share of Japan in Chinese imports 


to 14 per cent. in 1932 and 12 per 
cent. in 1934. In the same period, 
because of the good will the Chinese 
have for Great Britain, our trade has 
risen from @ per cent, in 1930 to 11.3 
per cent. in 1932 and 12.1 per cent. 
in 1934. I take these figures from the 
Department of Overseas Trade Report 
on Economic Conditions in China,y. 
1933-35, jtust published. That docu-# 
ment points out that the figures show 
that quite apart from the great poten- 
tialities of the Chinese market, the 
trade is already of sufficient value to 
merit the earnest attention of United 
Kingdom mantfacturers and export- 
ers. But however much our manu- 
facturers and exporters pay attention 
to the details of their trade, they can- 
not trade if there is anti-Brilish feel.

International Control 


The Chinese may not be entirely 
well informed. I potice that habitu- 
ally they talk of the “British” Inter- 
national Settlement in China. which is 
an entire misconception. The Inter- 
national Settlement is not British 
controlled in the same way as it was 
a few years ago; it is under interna- 
tional contro}. Nevertheless we always 
have talk of the “British” controlled 
Police and the “British” International 
Settlement. If the Chinese think that 
the British police are using undue 
force to put down peaceful demon- 
strations by students—who, ifthey de- 
monstrated in a like way in this coun- 
try, would receive the support of all :

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Temporary Settlement of the North Clim Crisis 


BY T. $. YOUNG 


EN. HO YING-CHIN, Minister of War, must be congratulat- 
ed on his success in cracking a very hard nut. While 
the formula, by which the tense situation prevailing in 

North China may be temporarily liquidated, may not be totally 
satisfactory to many of our people who have grieved at the 
farther loss of our national prestige and position, it, neverthe- 
less, must be considered as the best arrangement which Gen. Ho 
can make in face of the Japanese determination to detach five 
northern provinces from the jurisdiction of the Chinese Govern- 
ment. So long as China is not in a position to resort to arms 
to defend her territorial integrity, she has no alternative but to 
seek a modus operandi at great pains to accommodate Japanese 
wishes and meet Japanese demands, The present arrangement in 
instituting a separate political council for governing Hopei and 
Chahar provinces seems to be acceptable to all the parties 
concerned: China has saved her important “‘face” by retaining 
the nominal control over this political council; Japan has firmly 
established her authority over North China; and many of the 
remnants of the old Peking Government have. got their jobs and 
their forgotten names once again to the public notice. 


China has indeed saved her “face.” Inasmuch as the 

members of this Hopei-Chahar Political Council have been appoint- 
ed by the Chinese Government, Nanking, on the surface, has 
retained its authority over these two northern provinces. At one 
time, the situation appeared so hopeless, that only a miracle could 
thwart the Japanese determination in catrying out to its successful 
conclusion the so-called North China Autonomous Movement. 
Through protracted negotiations and painstaking efforts, Gen. Ho 
eventually worked out a formula, by which a separate political 
council composed of as many as seventeen members would be 
formed to govern Hopei and Chahar provinces. How far and how 
long Nanking can retain its nominal authority over this political 
council, can not be told; but in comparison with what the Japa- 
nese militarists had originally planned to carry out, the present 
arrangement is decidedly the lesser of two evils. In view of the 
high military pressure exerted by the Japanese Kwantung Anny 
and the questionable loyalty of a few of leading nurthern officials, 
we must not blame the responsible authorities of the Central Gov- 
ernment for their failure in making a better settlement of this 
crisis, To all intents and purposes, the Chinese Government has 
teally done all it can in making the best of a very bad bargain. 


Japan Consolidates Her Position in North China 


Japan has definitely consolidated her position in-North China 
asa result of acw political developments. Without fring a single 
shot, she has succeeded in creating a political hegemony in Hopei 
and Chahar. For the time being, the warlords of the Japanese 
Kwantung Army may be satisfied with their new gains, but 
it can not be expected that they will contentedly give up their 
long cherished objective of alienating North China from Nanking. 
By all means, the present political set-up is merely a makeshift, and 
how long it will last will all depend upon the whims of the 
Japanese warlords. When the opportune time comes, they can 
easily find a new pretence to force new terms upon the Chinese 
officials, Therefore it will not surprise us if the present Hopei- 
Chahar Political Council might become a North China Political 
Council before long. Perhaps the Japanese warlords have  prefer- 
ted this gradual process or disintegrating China, because it will 
arouse less opposition from the world, and therefore be more sure 
of its successful consummation. 


This new political set-up has incidentally created many fobs 
for the jobless retired politicians, who have long connived with 
the Japanese intriguers in promoting any separatist movements 
with the hope of regaining their political position and forrune. 
Wang l-tang and Kao Lin-wei, two members of the newly consti- 
tuted Council, are the leading members of the notorious Anfu 
clique, which has had many unsavory misdeeds to its credit in the 
days of the old Peking Government. During the present crisis, 
many names of the members of that clique have been frequently 
mentioned as accomplices of Pg laid promoters of the autono- 
mous mevesnent. It is hoped that the generosity shown by the 
Central Government toward these trouble makers will in some 
way wake up their conscience, so that henceforth in serving the 
new Council, they will refrain themsclves from either instigating 

or participating in any anti-government activities, and exermplify 
their loyalry to the country. 

The most interesting personality of the new Council is its 
Chairman, Gen, Sung Cheb-yuen. Gen. Sung, a former sub- 
otdinate of Gen, Feng Yu-hsiang, achieved quite a big fame for 
his being able to put up a stiff resistance against the Japanese 
invaders along the Great Wall in the Spring of 1933. As the 
Chairman of Chahar province, he was frequently stigmatized by 
the Japanese as a “‘bandit” leader, and was forced to quit that 
office under the Japanese pressure last July. While the Japanese 
attacks against him had not yet died down, he, all of a sudden 
and to the surprise of all, was accepted by the Kwantung Army 
a3 a persona grata, and possibly on the Japanese request, was 


appointed as the Garrison Commander of the Peiping-Tientsin 
area. Since then he has virtually held the key position of North 
China. His present appointment as the Chairman of the Council 
has been expected, but the fact that a ‘“‘bandit” leader can sud- 
denly become a favorite of the Japateese warlords remains a 
mystery. 

To Gen. Ho must be given the credit of temporarily 
liquidating the North China crisis. But without belittling the 
importance of Gen. Ho’s work, it must be admitted 
that his eloquence and abilitity alone could not change the 
adamant attitude of the Japanese warlords. Unexpectedly and to 
the discomfiturc of Japanese warlords, this autonomous movement 
in North China caused such a consternation to the world, that 
both Cordell Hull, Secretary of State of the U.S. Government, 
and Sir Samuel Hoare, Foreign Secretary of the British Govern- 
ment, simultaneously made public statements regarding the North 
China situation to remind Japan of the fact that the western 
world was not preoccupied with Italo-Ethiopian case. In 
their statements, either Secretary Hull nor Sir Samuel dis- 
guised their belicf that Japanese figures were playing an active 
part in the autonomous movement. It is more that a coin- 
cidence that Secretary Hull and Sir Samuel should comment on 
the North China situation at the same time. No matter how 
strong minded the Japanese warlords are reputed to be, they can 
not ignore the warnings given by the two Icading Powers of the 
world, In face of the concerted action on the part of the 
United States and Britain, the Japanese warlords had to trim 
their sails and give an ear to Gen, Ho’s overtures. 


One Rule for Manchuria—Another for Ethiopia 


The League of Nations has already been subject to severe 
criticisms, for it has two sets of rules—one for the Manchurian 
Affairs and another for the Ethiopian. case. It has always been 
asked that if sanctions can be applied against Italy now, why should 
they not have been applied against Japan about four years apo P 
Japan nuust consider herself very fortunate in having such a ver 
narrow escape from this economic weapon wielded by the world’s 
peace machinery, But who can tell that the League will not 
reopen the case in the light of present Japancse aggressions by 
applying sanctions against Japan at present? The new Foreign 
Secret of the British Government is quite a different man from 
his predecessor, and has already been praised for his diplomatic 
skill and abiliry. In view of the fact that a strong man is now 
directing the British forcign policy, and chat the League of 
Nations, for the frst time of its history, has applied cconomic 
sanctions against lealy, Japan, with her guilty conscience, can not 
but teconsider her determined stand in realizing her wide dreams. 


Dr. C. T. Wang’s recent trip to Japan and his exchange of 
epinions with the leading officials of the Japanese Govern- 
ment might also lend some weight to the settlement of the North 
China crisis. That Dr. Wang should take a sudden trip to Japan 
and seck interviews with Japancse officials at the very time when 
the situation in North China was very tense can not be said 
as being for the purpose of seeking personal pleasure and renewing 
acquaintance with his friends only. What was his mission will, of 
course, remain a matter of conjecture, but it is not unreasonable to 
suggest that he was sent by the Central Government to Japan for 
the purpose of explaining China’s definite stand vis-a-vis the so- 
called North China Autonomous Movernent. It may be also pre-~ 
sumed that as a result of his visit, the Japancse Government has 
sent Col. Seiishi Kita, Chief of the China Section of the Japanese 
General-Staff, to China to bring new instructions to the warlords 
of the Kwantung Army. 

With the temporary settlement of the North China crisis, our 
people can now heave a sigh of great relief. Bur i¢ must be remem- 
bered that the political horizon over North China is far from 
being clear and bright, and unexpected developments may happen 
any time. Col. Kita was quoted as having said that future de- 
velopments, subsequent to the establishment of the Hopei-Chahar 
Political Council, will be “much more important than what has 
taken place so far.” He further said, ‘Since North China events 
must scriously affect the future relations between Japan, Manchu- 
kuo and China, we shall have to keep a close watch over the 
situation until it comes to a complete settlement.” Suffice it to 
say that the Japanese warlords will not consider the complete 
setilement of the North China situation, until the five northern 
provinces have severed their connection with Nanking and come 
totally under the Japanese control. 
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Peiping Students Stage Demonstration 
Against Autonomy Move 


Opposing any attempt to establish any “autonomous 
government” in North China, more than 4000 students in Peiping 
made a demonstration on December 9. They walked out from 
their campuses and schools, and proceeded in long parade, defying 
armed policemen and gendarmes. Miuor clashes occurred at 
Morrison Street and the Kao Liang Bridge, resulting in the injury 
of several students and the arrest of about 20 students of the North- 
eastern University. On the nest and following days, a “peace 
strike” was launched in the many universitics and schools, “‘until 
the following demands would be complied with” : 

“’That the students arrested in the demonstration be released 
immediately ; that the medical care fee of the injured demonstra- 
tots be compensated by the Peiping Municipal Government ; 
shat the policemen responsible for the injuring of the 
demonstrators he consistently punished; and that any special 
political organization in North China be not set up. 

The staging of the demonstration followed a motion passed 
by the newly-founded Peiping Students’ Association, which had 
been initiated by the student bodies of two middle schools, and 
included the student bodies of Yenching and Tsinghua Universities. 
According to the Assaciation’s plan, the demonstraters were to 
assemble as destination in front of the Hsin Hua Men, where they 
attempted to ser General Ho Ying-chin, who had recently been 
called up to deal with the situation. The closing of the city-gates, 
however, compelled the demonstrators to be divided into two 
groups. One group of about 1000 students, mostly from Yenchiny 
and Tsinghua Universities, demonstrated outside the city, while 
the other paraded inside, 

Farly in the morning, when the weather was bitterly cold, 
Yenching and Tsinghau students started from their respective 
campuses, situated about five miics to the west of Peiping, and pro- 
ceeded on foot ta the city, for the bus-services were suspended 
under police orders. After having failed several times to halt the 
progress of the parade, the police reinforced their strength on the 
Kao Liang Bridge where an army of Sung T’ai-tsung had ever 
fought fiercely against Chi Tang, a Manchurian race. But the 
students broke asunder their array and rushed forward to the gate 
where they stubbornly waited, returning at four in the afternoon, 

On the other hand, several hundred students from other 
universities, colleges, and middie schools inside the city gathered 
in front of the Hsin Hua Men, shouting anti-“autonomy” slogans 
and waving banners bearing similar sentiments. Hou Cheng, 
secretary to General Ho Ying-chin, suggested to them that as Gen, 
Ho had gone to the Tangshan Hot Spring, he wolud transmit the 
sentiments of the students to him. The students, however, did 
not agrec. It was later confinned that General Ho was actually still 
staying in the city. They paraded throughout the city, stopping at 
many schools and universities calling for more students to join the 
demonstration, until the number increased to two thousand, Hn- 
tering Morrison Strect the enthusiasm of the demonstrators were 
dampened by fire hoses, maneuvered by the palice. Clashes oc- 
curred when the leaders tried to seize the fire hoses resulting in the 
injury of several students, among whom was a girl studenr, who 
was thrust in her breats with a bayonet by a policeman. 

Prior to the demonstration, the student bodies of National 
Peking and Tsinghua Universities, following the lead of their res- 

tive deans and chancellors, had previously issued statements, 
repudiating the suggestion that the camouflaged autonomous 
movement had popular support. A joint declaration among 
the many students badies, initiated by the Yenching student body, 
resolved on four points: ‘That we ate resolutely opposed to the 
so-called ‘anti-communist self-governing’ and Gall for the punish- 
ment of Yin Ju-keng; that we call for the Central Government 
ta make public its foreign policy; that we call for the Central 
Government to mabilize the whole nation to resist our enemy ; 
and that we claim the liberty of the press and the holding of 
meetings.” W.C.J. 


Students in South China Agitate Against 
Japanese 
(By cable from the Review's Soxth China Correspondent) 


Canron, December 16.—Despite the verbal protest of the 
Japanese Consul-General here to the Municipal Government, the 
student movement continues to develop in intensity with cries for 
the revival of anti-Japanese agitation, including the anti-Japanese 
boycatt, loudly voiced, ‘Thirty senior colleges have joined students 
from Chungshan University in their demonstrations and held a 
large mass-meeting yesterday. 

The assurance and cautions of the officials have not prevented 


students from organizing a picket corps whose intention it is.to ;

The Chinese officials here are obviously worried, fearing in- 
ternational complications. Consequently, General Chen Chi-tang 
has summoned Chunshan professors personnally instructing them 
to cease the boycott agitation and to advise the students to dis- 
continue their one-week strike. 
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On December 12, 2,000 students, led by Chang Nung, deanf{ of 
Agriculeuce, and other faculty membe alas : ty, 
held a militant demonstration and street parade in which huge 
flamboyant banners were carried. Handbills were distributed 
everywhere protesting the Japanese-enginecred autonomy moves in 
North China. Chinese teachers educated in Japan participated in 
the demonstration as the chief organizers. The demonstrators 
wired to Nanking demanding the release of 27 students held in 
Peiping, the suppression of the autonomists in North China, the 
restoration of the freedom of speech, freedom of assembly, and 
freedom of publication, and the cessation of the negotiation of 
secret treaties with Japan. 
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Students in Shanghai, Peiping and Tientsin Pro- 
test Against “Autonomous” Government 


A meeting of students in which all local universities and 
colleges were represented was held in Shanghai Dec. 15 when a 
resolation was unaruntously adopted to oppose the formation 
of any semblance of an autonoimous tegime in North China and 
to advocate that the severest of punishment be meted out to 
Yin Ju-keng and other ‘‘autonomise” ringleaders in the North. 
It was, however, agreed that this stand of the students should be 
presented to the government and public through legitimate chan- 
nels without fecourse to class strikes or indignation demonstra- 
tions, which have been frowned upon by both school and Chinese 
government authorities,

Shanghai “Nippo” Elames American Influence 
for Student Movement in China 


Commenting on the wide-spread movement of students and 
cultural organizations in Peiping, Canton, and Shanghai, against 
autonomy and against Japan, the Stenghai Nippo alleges that, 
behind the scenes of the student movement, which is gaining 
strength throughout the country, someone is pulling the wires. 
“For instance,” the ler Wad continues, “the bulk of students who 
engaged in the recent demonstrations in Peiping against autonomy, 
were students of missionary schools. Moreover, the student 
movement has been carried out under the leadership of professocs 
who are graduates of American universities. It is almost indis- 
putable that the students are only the prey of propaganda by the 
politicians, including Chang Ya-kwang, ne of che leaders of 
Petping People’s Anti-Japanese League, and Hsia Chang-kwang, a 
representative of the anti-Japanese Volunteers in the North East, 
both of whom went from the North to Caaton via Shanghai.”

Events in North China find their 
origin in the absorption of Jehol by 
Manchoukuo with the support of

General Ho Ying-chin was 
pressed to give a written acceptance 
of the Japanese demands but he 
declined and reported to the Gov- 
ernment at Narking on June 12, 
On June 18 it was announced that 
the Government had = replaced 
General Sung Cheh-yuan in the 
Governorship of Charhar by General 
Chin Teh-chung and had appointed 
Mr. Wang Keh-min to be acting 
Chairman of the Peiping Military 
Council in place of General Huang 
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Fu who had held that appointment 
since May 1934 and had -retired 
owing to ill-health, Meanwhil# the 
Kwantung Army announced that 
General Sung Cheh-yuan and his 
troops, having broken the Tangku 
Truce would be regarded as bardits. 
On June 27, Major-General Keniji 
Doihara secured the written agree-

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“representatives in China was held

The 
revolt was suppressed and General 
Tada was reported to have agreed 
to deal with certain Japanese 
“ronin” who had participated in it. 
On October 30 a formal warn‘ng to 
General Shang Chen, Genera! Sung 
Cheh-yuan and the mayors of Pei- 
ping and Tientsin, was given by 
the Japanese Consul-General and on 
the next day the Kwantung Army 
authorities followed it up by de- 
manding a suppression of ali anti- 
Japanese activities. On November 
15 the concentration of Japanese 
troops in Shanhaikuan aroused 
new apprehensions, ‘Three days 
later General Hsiao Chen-ying who 
had succeeded General Chin 
Teh-chung as Governor of Charhar 
revealed the intention immediately 
to create an autonomous North- 
ern China. This revelation was 
guickiy followed by a _ reported 
statement, frorn General Doihara to 
the effect that the Kwantung Army 
was prepared to support an 
autonomous movement, it seemed 
that the plan for separation was 
ripe, but in spite of Japanese pres- 
sure on the leading figures in the 
North, no definite break occurred 
and the provincial authorities 
maintained touch with the Govern- 
ment at Nanking where the Nationz] 
Congress of the Kuomintang was 
concluding its Fifth Session. Mr. 
Ariyoshi visited Nanking to discuss 


the affairs of the North with General 
Chiang Kai-shek and, apparently, 
General Doihara’s move had been 
checked. It was suggested, however, 
that the Kwantung Army would not 
accept the rebuff and on November 
22 the Japanese military spokesman 
at Tientsin significantly declared 
that the “current toward autonomy 
was still fowing.”” On November 24, 
Mr. Yin Ju-keng, an administrative 
inspector of the demilitarized zone 
with Japanese affiliations, proclaimed 
the autonomy of twenty-five hsien of 
Eastern Hopei. The next day General 
Doihara reappeared in Peiping. On 
November 27 Japanese troops oc- 
cupied Fengtai railway junction, 
commandeered wagons, and took 
charge of the Chinese military tele- 
phone service. On November 29 the 
:Chinese Government formally pro- 
tested against this seizwe and 
against the activities of Japanese 
officers in assisting the autonomy 
movement. On November 30 the 
Peiping Military Councit was dis- 
solved by orders from Nanking 
and General Ho Ying-chin was de- 
puted to proceed to Peiping at once 
as resident representative of the 
Executive Yuan at Peiping. With

EMERGENCY MEASURGS FOR TES MAINTENANCE OF PEACE AND ORDER 


On February 20, the National Government 
promulgated the following emergency measures for the 
maintenance of peace and order:- 

(1} When an incident that disturbs the peace and order or 
incites an uprising or obstructs traffic or endangers 
the nation in some other way has taken place, the 
military and police who are responsibie for the 

: maintenance of public safety may stop it by force of 
arms or by any other effective means, 

{2} Whoever conducts propaganda by writing, drawing, speech 
or any other means may be arrested on the spote In 

oe case of absolute necessity, armed force or any other 
effective means may be employed to overcome resistance, 

(3) The military and police shall at once disperse any 
meeting or procession that is liable to impair the 
peace and order or to incite the people, and may 
arrest the ringleaders and other persons when they 
offer resistances 

(4) Whenever an incident of any one of the abovementioned 
nature occurs, the military and police shall at once 
disarm persons who are in possession of arms and arrest 
them. A search for suspects may be made. 

(5) Whoever kmowing a person to have violated these 
measures conceals him or accommodates him or makes 
him go into hiding may be arrested,

In the House of Lords on February 5, Lard 
Marley, leader of the Opposition, sought tnformation on the 
alleged uss of force egainst unarmed atudent demoneatrators 
by the Police in the Internationgsl Settlement of Shanghai 
in December last. Replying, the Barl of Stanhope, Under 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, said that the reporta 
he had read in the Shanghai newspapers concerning the 
demonatrations thera differed very materially from Lord 
hariley's account of the happenings, It was obvious from 
these reporta that the students had disorganized traffic 
and had tried to enter the Settlement. Ke stated that he 
would inquire whether or not the Police under the control 
of the Shanghai hunicip@l Council had used undue violence, 
but he thought that the very last thing the §.h.¢, wovld 
desire the Police to do would be to attack Chineae unduly 
and reise bad feeling between Chinese and foreignera. In 
consequence, Lord herley's inquiry was dropped. 

Thie debate in the British House of Lords 
is very interesting; it gives ua two views of present-day 
conditions in China, 

In the first place, if a Chinese had been present 
in the House of Lorda during this debate, he wuld have 
laughed heartily at the sight of the large number of British 
Peers wasting their time and energy cver happenings in China 
to which an everege Chinese citizen would not have paid any 
attention whatever, Probably, Lord harley had some ground 
for his enquiry as to whether or not the S.M.P, had used 
undue violence against unarmed student demonstrators in 
Decanber last. The reply given by the Under Secretary 
did not definitely deny it, yet his assertion that according 
to the reports of the affair carried by Shanghai newspapers 
the students had disorganized traffic and had tried to enter 
the Settlement is true, Thus the patriotic gemonatrationa 
which teok place on Nanking Rored in December lest had given 
rise to two kinds of viewes ona to the effect that the 
demonstrations were crderly, and the other that the atudents 
hed digorgenized traffic and had triad to enter the 
Settlement. 


However, the opinion wae general in the 
House of Lords that "the last thing the 8.k.C. would desire 
the Police to do would be to attack unduly." We are alac 
cortain thet "the firat thing the 8.4.0. would desire the 
Police to do would be te make justified attacks upon 
Chinese® for that would not oreate 111 feeling between 
Chinese and foreigners dut sowld produce *the utmost good 
sentiment" among the upper class Chinese, 

In the aecond place, if the patrictic 
demonstratione held by unarmed students in China during 
the past few years had bean held in favour of the "friendly 
Fowers", the foreign ond Chinage authorities wuld not have 
dared to supprese them, but would hove afforded every 
protection to them. Aa the demonstrations ware held 
becrune of love for the fstheriend, thay were, in the scyes

of foreigners, “harmful to peace end order and constituted 
an attempted entry into the Settlement" and police batons 
should be used upon the demonstrators, while in the eyes of 
the Chinese authorities thay vere regarded as "riots" and 
"hermful to international relations" and had to ba suppressed 
with swords, machine guns, stones, spies and imprisonment for 
the participante; furthermore, on the following day news- 
papers would publidh reports to the effect that "the disorderly 
conduct of the demonstrators had bordered on tho reactionary", 
that "thanks to efficient handling »y the authorities, no 
untoward incidents occurred and the demonstrators had been 
quietly dispersed.® The world on reading auch reports 
will admire the efficient handling of the situation by the 
Chinese authori ties. The newspapers which the Earl of 
Stanhope had read were probably Chinese newspapers and on 
this sacount he could base on them his statement to the 
world that the British gentlemen in Shanghai would never 
resort to the use of violence. 

Frankly speaking, the attack made by the S.h.P. 
on the student demonstratora in December last was, in the 
eyes of the lower class Chinese, very mild and lenient and 
wap far milder and more lenient than the action taker by 
the Chinese authorities against demonstrators, Supposing 
the students had not entered the Settlement and had 
denonstrated in Chinese controlled territory, the result 
would have been ereunaald

“In view of the importance of education and : | 
the training of youths, General Chiang Kai Shek, President } 
of the Executive Yuen, on January 28 pointed out earnestly 
and clearly the necessity of suppressing such undesirable 
movements, the suspension of studies, ete, This Miniatry 
has been strictly ordered to observa these intructiongs 
and to do ite utmoat to protect the educational work. It 
should not be overlooked that education is a» important 
as the existence of the nation, and its suspension wlil 
render fruitless the work of national salvation.

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Activities of local students in connection with autonomy movement 
A number of students of local universities and 
colleges who left Shanghai about one week ago for various 
vlaces along the Nanking Shanghai Railway Line for the 
purpose of conducting propaganda against the autonomy 
movement in North China, were compelled to return to 
Shanghai by the Chinese authorities on January 28, They 
were escorted from Soochow to Quinsan by a party of military 
Police and from the latter place to Kiangwan by eighty members 
of the pacantui. The train in which they were travelling passed 
through the Shanghai North Station in 2.30 p.m. and reached Kiangwan 
about ten minutes later. 
On leaving the train the students dispersed, but 
shortly afterwards formed into processional order and, carrying 
a cloth banner inscribed "Bhanghai University and Middle School 
stucent National Salvation Propaganda Groups," marched along 
Sui Dien Road, Chapei, to the North Railway Station. They 
were ioined by other students en reute and at this time their 


number had reached about one hundred, Leaving the North Station

at 5,20 p.m, the procession proceeded south aiong North Chekiang 
Road until they reached North Chekiang Road Bridge where the presence 
of a party of Wunicival Police caused them to turn west along 
North Soochow Road and back to Chapei via Kwang Fon Road.

The other day about 20 groups of students 
delivered lectures among the people in the vicinity of Zau 
Ka Doo ( 8427/8 ), Jessfield Road, Robison Road and in 
Chapei, — The lecturers also distributed handbills 
and posted slogans along the streets. 

At 7 a.m. January 26 in the vicinity of Robison 
and Kiaochow Roads, 19 persons, including 5 girls, wero 


arrested, Most of them were students of the Ai Chun 
( RA ) Girls School, the Chinan (*H } and other 
unlvetsities. 


Upon leerning of this, the students giving 
lectures in Chape: together with @ number of factory 
workers in the vicinity of Robison Road, in all abaut some 
600 persons, called at the Zu Ka Doo Branch of the Public 
Safety Bureau at 1 p.m. the same d@y and submitted the 
following demands:- 

1) That the arrested students be released, 

2) That the students' patriotic movement be protected, 

3) That the persons responsible for the assault on students 
be punished, - 

Colonel Tan Pac zeu (#¥(R#r ), Chief of the 
Branch Bureau, who received them, stated that the 6th 
Branch Bureau had not despatohed any policemen to arrest 
students. This statement was not believed by the 
people who insisted on searching the premises of the Branch 
Bureaus 

The people end the students rushed into the 
Branch Bure@u and &@s only 20 policemen were stationed in 
the Bureau, Colonel Tan ordertd non-resistance, as a 
result of which two of the policemen were assaulted and 
injured. Many windows were smashed by the people. 

As none of the arrested students were fow ~* on 
the premises, the people took Colonel Tan out of the Branch 
Bureau and marched off with him tewerdsa the Woo Kwoh Zang 
( DHMH), Jessfield Road, Colonel Tan later effected 
his escane to the Pao Kong Ziang { 2. TR Ae ) Cigarette 
Shop, No.,1258 Jessfield Road, but the crowd shouting 
taggault him" went into the shop and assaulted Colonel 
fan who was slightly injured, despite the efforts of some 
of the students oi Chinan University to make the people 


desist. 


In the meantime, four police vans of Bubbling 
Well Station had arrived and the Settlement Police dispersed 
the crowd and effected the release of Colonel Tan who 
wae later escorted to Bubbling Well Station in a police

During the disturbances Chen Yoeh Ching (PR EMP - 
Chinese policeman No.2503 of Bubbling Well Station, was 
deprived of his pistol. 

Upon being informed of the disturbances, the 
Headquarters of the Public Safety Bureau detailed two 
squads of policemen to various points in Zau Ka Doo, 
Detectives and policemen of the Settlement authorities 
also rendered assistance.

The gathering of representatives of students 
and principals of scheols throughout the country, which 
was held at Nanking on JanuarylSis an unprecedented event 
not only in the political history of Ching but alao in 
the history of the students' movement in our cauntry. 
There is no doubt that this sssembly has had considerable 
and profound repercussions upon the political administration 
and cultural understanding of our country. 
We give below en analysia of these repercussione:- 
In the first place, the convocation of thia 
gathering wes due chiefly +o the students! movement for 
the preservation of the country, a movement which has

propagated and developed during the whole of the last 
month. The despair and anxiety of the youths over ths 
axiating political situation was the principal and essential 
cause of this movement. In fact, ever since the September 
18th Incident, the Central Government hes frequently 
declared that it had already decided upon a definite plan 
to deal with foreign affairs, but this plan was never 
announced. In the meantime our territcry has been invaded 
ineh by inch and Jnpeneae aggression has been intensified 
to such a point th-t it was not surprising that the Hopei 
and Charhar Incideuts had arisen. In their despeir over 
the policy of Government, the majority of the students 
were compelied to resort to a movement such as that which 
was launched last month to deal with present events. 

We eve convinced that the students! 
movement is a noble mcvement. The Government should dispel 
all causes for misunde. standing with a view to giving 
full satisfaction to tle representatives of the students 
go that they can rely upon the Government in all foreign 
affairs, 

: In the second place, the students! movement 
may be said to have been due to the fact thet the students’ 
plan for the preservation of the country was of an extremist 
nature and was opposed by the Govarnment leaders who desired 
to maintain the status quo. The telegrams and the letters { 
which were dispatched by the Studentsa Federations were 
intended to urge the Government to adopt a atrong policy 
when dealing with foreign effairs. The youths to-day } 
are doing their utmost, whilet the grown-ups are cool, ‘ 
The only thi Pr us to do is to decide upon a plan which 
will enable us to cbtain results, but this requirea 
courage. The Central Government haa, on the one hand, 
decided upon a definite plan which will enable it to attain 
its aim for national salvation, while, on the other, it 
has manifested its sincerity by inviting the studenta to 
revéal their complcinta. 

In the third place, the studenta, during 
the past years, hrve been deprived of freedom of assembly 
in their schools, This act of oppression was frequently 
carried out by the prinotpals of the achcols despite the 
juatification of the demand made by the students. The 
atudents' movement witch developed rapidly this time in 
apite of all restrictions is the direct consequence of 
a former reaction, Tle traditional respect of students 
towards teachers disarpeared a long time ago. At the 
prosent time, the stvcents oan organize federations gince 
the Government has asked for their viewes regards the 
preservetion of the nation. Tha foolish actions of the 
principales of the achools have been counteracted, thereby 
enabling the political end cultural administration of our 
country to enter upon a new phess,

In view of the grev2 crisis which is 
confronting Chine at present, more t an sixty local 
professors, including Koo Ming (ry * and Sung Chung 
Shih (:f)4"4:,} recently femed the Shanghai University 
Professors National salvation Federation and decided to 
support the patriotic movement leuncned by the atudents 
in various parts of the country. 

On January °, the #ederation issued 
the following manifesto:- 

"At the pregant time when foreign 
ageression is penetrating des:er and deeper into the 
interior of China, the people started extengive movements 
for nationel salvation. In our patriotism we make the 
following suggestion:- 

(1) The ambitious designs of Japan in 
encroaching upon Chins are tecoming increasingly outrageous. 
“apan desires to annex the whole of China, Ever since 
the September i8th Incident, our Gevernment has repeatedly 
announced its policy of prolonged resistance. Now is 
the time for us to put up 4 resistance. During the past 
month, troops of the ‘puppet state' have invaded Charhar, 
white the traitors in Lusntung keve occucied Tangku. 

This is indeed « trick cf playin Chiness sgainst Chinese. 
Should the Chinese troors in Nor’ Chine turn to tne 

enemy and act as their vanguard -‘sinst us, will our 
Government be in a position to m:intain the territorial 
integrity of China? We should urve our Government not 

to lose this opportunity to put vu 4 finel resistance, 

&s the entire Chinese nation have cezonstreted thelr 
determination to fight Japan, the Wovernmenit should 
observe the wishes of the people, 

{2) The national spirit of the people 
constitutes the strongest surport te the diplomacy of 
our country. The action of the traitorous elements in 
Peiping and Tientsin in establishing a bogus autonomous 
organization has atirred up the indignation of the 
students in Feiping and Tientsin and they have held 
demonstrations and sutmatted appeals. Similar activities 
were immediately followed in other parts of the country, 
The treitors then resorted t the spreading of rumours. 
If our Government will sinserely follow the principles 
of revolutionary diplomsy, it should immediately accord 
protection to the patriotic movements of the people and 
should devise means to extend the sphere of the students 
movyenent so #s to improve their orgenizstion, If the 
Government will only decide o put up a resistance, all 
the students throughout the country will offer their 
lives on the battle field and become martyrs for the 
preservation of the nation.

G:NSRAL DOTHARA DIRECTS THE AUTCKOMOUS MOVEMENT IN 
Nort! CHINA 


According to information from a reliable 
source, General Doihara of the Japanese “wantung Army on 
November 7 submitted a demand to General Sung Cheh Yuan, 
the Garisson Commander of Petping and Tientsin, requesting 
him to proceed with the movement for an autonomy in North 
China, Within three dayse General Sung, however, replied 
that this cannot be decided on, until the 5th National 
Congress of the Kuomintang, at preseng being held in 
Nanking, is over. 

It is said that the various offices of 
the National Government in North China, including the 
PeipingMilitary Council, will be abolished while a new 
organ Will be established with General Sung Cheh Yuan as 
the leader, The new organ will, however, maintain some 
adequate connections with tha National Goverment. This 
is the fundementai scheme of the formation of an autonomous 
government in North China but Whether the National 
Government will aceept it or not is at present unknown. 

The above information has been released by 
Japan ad is reported to have beam confirmed by the 
Chinese guthorities. 

It is further reportad that the Customs 
revenus, the Sait revenue, Consolidated Tax, Stamp Tax, 
and other government rovenues of North China will be with- 
held for the development of North China. 

General Dotharé is intending to make North 
China entirely independent from the National Government 
and proposes thet the suggested autonomons government 
adopts a new embicom ang new coins. Generel Sung Cheh 
Yuan, however, is insisting that (1) the new governmont 
should be under the National Governmant in its organization 
and (2) the integrity of North China should be preserved; 
none of North Chine should be annexed by Japnn or "“YWanchukuo". 
According to general observrtion, tho “connections® between 
the suggested sutenomous rovernment rnd the National 
Government may be cut cfr at a time when the National 
Government may be nliegud to heve undertaken anti-Japancse 
ectivities, 

Generai Gog Cheh Yuan held that tnis 
movement should not be encstivd until the time is opportune 
and hes reyuested Jnpen accordingly, The letter, however, 
is exerting every effort to press Sung. 

The so-called new state of North China 
would oonsist of Hopei, Charhar, Suiyuan, Shansi and 
Shantung Provinoesae.

The Shanghai Cultural Circles' National Salvation 
Association irae or romoted by Sung Chun Ju (4 411%), 
Kiang Wen Yu ( j2 @ 3% 35 and other persons of cultural 
circles was inaugurated on December 28, 1935. The 
Association has issued the following manifesto on the 
salvation of Chinas- 

"We are in sympathy with the patriotic movement 
of the students in North China and offer the following 
suggestions; - 


1) That the preservation of territorial integrity be 


persiatently maintained and all agreements and pacts 
that impair the territorial integrity of China be 
rejected. 

2) That any special political organization established in 
any name whatsoever under the influence of foreign 
power be strongly opposed. 

3) Theat strong protests be lodged against the handling 
of the North-east and North China problems as local 
affairse 

4) That a demand be made for the immediste despatch of 
troops to attack the bogus orgénizations in Hast Hopei 
and North-east, 

5) That armed resistance to the enemy's invasion be demanded, 

6) That all traitors be severely punished and their 
properties confiscated. 

"These proposals are susrorted by educeted 
circles and the people generally, yet they have not been 
adopted by our Government. The c.utcnomous movement in 
North-China has been given the name of Hopei-Chrhar 
Political Commission, This bogus commission is stili 
extending its org@nization and territory, and the six 
hsiens in East Charhar have failen under bombardment by 
enemy aeroplanes. The enemy troors have been increased 
and are working for the annexation of China. 

"The present high tide of petriotiam and national 
salvation among the students shows thet the people are 


rising unanimously to save the country. When this 
patriotic movement has been developed, an “iron and steal" 
national Line must be erected by the people. It is 


a pity thet the Government is not paying any attention 
to this point, but has instead suppressed the patriectic 
movement. 

"The student movement in Shanghai nearly gave 
rise to a tragedy. Patriotic persons were arrested 
and preccutionary measures were taken agéinst unormed 
people. Such actions are inappropriate and hve obliged 
us to lodge protests. 

"We went to say to the cultural circles in 
Siinghei and other parts of China that we have not carried 
out our duty. The teachera in China have not shouldered 
the responsibility of leading the students in the work for 
the salvation of the nation; journalists have concealed 
the true facts and because of the newspaper censorship, 

they have not been able to guide the people; the magazine

"Therefore, we should first organize ourselves. 
We hereby issue this manifesto in order to submit the 
following concrete proposals: - 

1) That the present foreign policy be fundamentally changed 
and that @11 past diplomatic negotiations be made public, 

2) That all officials who have betrayed the nation and 
worked for geod relations with the enemy be dismissed 
and severely punished, 

3) That people be allowed to form public bodies; that the 
patriotic movement be protected; that a united front 
of the people be immediately erected, 

4) That all political offenders be released, 

§) That civil strife be stopped. 

6) That the people throughout China te armed. 

7) That the freedom of publication, holding meetings and 
forming societies be protected. 

8) That economic relations with the enemy be severed and 
that thé boycott of enemy goods be restored. 

“The Government should correct the present 
attitude of the authorities at vérious places and enforce 
the following measures:- 

1) That the senior officials responsibie for the suppression 
of patriotic movements at wrious places be severely 
punished, 

2) That martial law against patriotic movements be cancelled. 

3) That the newspaper censorship be abolished. 

4} That 411 arrested patriotic students and citizens be 
released and no arrests be permitted in future, 

"As regards the cultural oircles throughout 
China, we submit the following demands: - 

1) That the teachers in universities, middle schools ana 
primary schools imnediately take up tre direction of the 
students’ national saivation movement.

THE TRUE ACTS Of THE Ni TN MY MOVEMENT 


It is known to ail that the so-called 
autonomous movement in North China was started under the 
false claim that it is the people's wish, but in reality 
it was at the instigation of a certain nation which is 
planning to establish a second puppet state. With this 
object in view, it is doing its best to frustrate the 
efforts of our government to readjust the internal 
administration of the country. 

When Genersl Ho Ying Chin left for 
the North, the Tokyo "/sahi Shimbun" alleged that the 
General's presence in the North vould aggravate the 
situation. What Japan's real motive is we are not in 
a position to say, but her protest against General Hots 
departure for Northern China constitutes an 
interference with the domestin affairs o* China and 
obstructs the enforcement of her udminis‘rative power 
Within her own territory.

‘Manchukuo', should Chinese Governnent adopt forcible 
measures to suppress this movement. In other words, 
Japan ig prepared to protect this mov ment by resorting 
to military force. This shows thet tie rel&tions between 
Japan and the autoncmous movement ere the Same as those 
between g nursemaid and a child. 

The proclamation of the autonomous 
movement which bears the significrnce of foreign 
instigction is intended for the purpose of partitioning 
Chinese territory, reducing ths efforts of the Chinese 
national unification and accelerating the sorisis for the 
annihilation of the Chinese rece. What the traitorous 
vlements care most about is how to plesse Japan.

LOCAL REP RCUSSIONS AGAINST AUTCNOMY MOVENENT

- Student Activities 

The train carrying 1,100 students which left Sharighai 
North Station at about 5 p.n, Necenber 24, ostensibly for 
Nanking, came back on December 27, 1935. It arrived at 
Nanziang at 6.25 peu, The coaches containing the students 
Stopped there and the locowotive was disconnected and sent 
to Markham Road Junction. On seeing the locomotive depart, 
the students fearing that they woul. be kept at Nanziang 
for the night raised a protest and began to break up the 
furniture and fittings of tne coaches. Cn betag assured 
by tir. Li Dah-chao { ‘ ), Chief of the lst Departmen: 
of the Shangaai City Governiuent, and several officers of 
the Feace creservation Corys, whca came to the scene that 
arrangements had been ade to convey them to Shanghai in 
buses and trucks,they became peaceful and desisted from 
doing further damage. After a wait at Janziang lasting 
about an hour, twenty six motor buses were made availsble 
for the transportation of the students. About 950 of then 
voarded these vehicles, and proceeded to their respective 
schools. The remaining 200, who were all students of the

LOCAL REPURCUSSIONS AGAINST AUTONCKY LOVSMENT

- Activities of students 

As a result of a decision reached at a meating held 
in the Fuh Tan University, Kiangwan, at 10 a.m. December 24, 
about 500 students of this institution at 11 aa. the same 
day wmerched frou Kiangwan to the Nerth Railway Station and 
deuanded free rsil transportation to Nanking in order that 
they wight iampress upon the Governuent the necessity for 
action in connection with the Autonomy hoveneant in North 
China.

On December 25, Generel Chiang Kai Shek, 
President of the Executive Yuan, issued the following 
order to the Linistry of Educations-= 

"The situstion of China has been critical 
for the past vears and the National Government is doing 
its best in an endeavour to combat the danger, Leaders 
of the educational circles well understand the existing 
situation of the nation @énd they should transmit their 
kmowledge to the people. With a view to making people 
of the educ@? tional circles become more aware of the 
netional position, the hinistry of Education should fix 
a date on which to call a meeting at Nanking of the 
princip&ls of the colleges and higher institutions from 
all the provinces and the cities under the direct 
control of the Executive Yyen, where communication is 
convenient, (or of deans or important teachers of colleges 
and higher inatitutions as representatives) and of the 
princip&ls of middle schools (at most five principsls 
of middle schools may attend from each province or city} 
so that they mey learn the policies of the government 
and offer their views". 

The Executive Yuan at the same time igsued 
anether order to the liinietry of Education as follows:- 

“The government is willing to announce its 
policy towards the n&ationel affairs and is particularly 
willing to consider and accept the views of the youths. 
Your hinistry is hereby instruvoted to summon one or 
three students of every college or important higher 
institution in all provinces ond cities under the 
direct contrel of the @xecutive Yuen, where communication 
ia convenient, to cove to Nanking in company with the 
princip&l concerned on January 15, 1956, when the 
President of the Yuen will give an explanation of the 
national situction 2nd the policies of the government, 
and in the merntime the students may offer their views, 
Your Kinistry should draw up measures relating to the 
meeting", 

Yesterday the Executive Yuem issued « scirculer

Futan University students RKefuse to Leave North Station 


At 10.30 asm. yesterday more than 
300 students of the FPutan University proceeded on foot 
to the North Station from their school, proposing to 
board trains to Nanking for fhe purpose of submitting 
appeals. Li Dah Chao (4 #4 28 ), Head of the First 
Department of the Shanghai City Government, in conjunction 
with Huang Chun Soh (#7 # 6 ), Chief of the Branch 
Bureau of Public wafety at the Civie Centre, tried in 
vain to dissuade them, The students reached the North 
Station at 12.45 p.m. Later they all boarded the train 
which Was scheduled to leave the Station for Nanking 
at 1.20 p.m. However, the railway authorities were 
instructed rot to de*patch the train. Although repeated 
negotlationa were onened with the students, no result 
was attained. 

During the time when the students 
were on the way to the North Station, the police of the 
Bureau of Public Safety put u temporary barbed wire 
barriers on Ziang Ying Road HF Hi S%)} and at the corner 
of Paoshan and Jukong Roada. They also closed the iron 
gates at Paoshan Road (Shanghai-Woosung Station) and 
the gates af the North Station in the hope of obstructing 
the advance of the students. However ali this was of 
mo avail and eventually the students reached the North 
Station. A large number of police and also members of 
the Peace Preservation Corps were posed around the 
vicinity of the North ptation for the purpose of 
maintaining order. They advised the students to leave 
on the buses and motor cars belonging to the City Government 
atationed in front of the North Station, pit the students 
refused to go. ey? 
At about 3.30 pom. Dr. T.He Lee (¥ a ae 
Director of the Futan University, arrived at the North 
Station with Chin Tung Ying (4 iL. ), Chief Secretary, 
and Change Yih tf » Head of thé Registration Department 
of the University, and exhorted the students to withdraw 
but without avT@il.

Tutervierud by a reporter of this 
Paper yesterday, a responsibie officer of the Shanghai 
City Government stated that students of local universities 
and middle sshools had made several calis on the ional 
Government during the last few days to autmit appeals. 
The Government had already forwarded their eappenls to 
the Central Authorities as Well as to the Peiping 
Authorities. The students did not resort to demonstrations 
or strikes and their movement was carried out in an orderly 
manner. He added thet since December 22, a majority of | 
the students had resumed their studies on the advice of 
their prinoipals, but a few had disregarded the instructions 
of their teachers and violated the discipline of their i 
schools and proceeded to the North Station on December 23, 
and forcibly occupied trains, thereby obstructing traffic 
end endangering peace and order. Such action Was most 7 
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improper. He declarcd that Mayor wu was in sympathy with 
the patriotism of the students and would do his utmost 

ta protect their movement so long ag it was carried out 

in an orderly manner. He had already given his written 
Views on this matter. fhe spokesman concluded by saying 
that if the movement went beyond bounds, it would certainly 
be suppressed. 

At about 8 p.m. various local universities, 
such as the Chinan, Kwanghwa, etc., detailed representatives 
to the North Station to console the students of Fu tan 
University. They carried with them bread, biscuits, oranges; 
and other provisions for distribution. 

Information obtained from the local 
authorities reveals that as the activities of the students 
of Futan University sonstitute a proper patriotic movement, 
the authorities Will adopt peaceful measures when dealing 
With them.

The letter took up positions at strategic points in the 
Station precincts. bdditional reinforcements arrived about 
4.15 pem. in the form of four fire engines end a company of 
the Feace Freservetion Corps armed with bamboo poles. 

The Authorities at this time considered that the force 
at their ditposal wae strong enough te deal with any 
eitustion which might ariee. The students at 4.20 p.m, 
were informed by means of emplifiers thet two treins were 
being placed at theixy disposal, end that if they beerded 
the coaches at once they would be conveyed to Nanking. The 
etudents eccepted the offer in goed faith and boarded the 
trains.

At 8.45 aim. December 24, about +0C Chinese youths, 
male and female, mostly Cantonese, gscembled in the 
Continental Emporium Building, Nanking Road, and ehortly 
afterwards endeavoured to etage a demonetretion on Nanking 
Koad. Slogans auch se "Down with Imperialism," “Down with 
foreign running dogs," “Down with treitors,""Surport the 
students et Peiping,""Cppoee secret diplomecy" were sheuted 
and handbille and paper slips eenseinine propaganda.

At 4 pem. December 19, about 6,000 students of the 
varioua local universities and middle schools assembled on 
the premises of the Chifotung University #nd appointed their 
own presidium, At 9 pem, they left the Chiagotung University 
and arrived gt the Futen University at 3 e.m.

NATIONAL SALVATION > VEMENT 


The national salvation movement originated 
years and years aco. When a nation's existence is 
at stake, her people will not remain silent or inconsiderate, 
this being the natural sign to a nation of the development 
of her people's rights. 

Both China and her people were greatly 
affected by the September 18 Incident and the January 28 
War, and during the past four years, many hardships 
have been encountered, but Were eventually tided over, 

; During the past month, North China has been 

in a state of crisis, and both the nation and her people 
are facing a much more serious blow this time ,when 
they are actually striving for their existence. The - 
national salvation movement by students Wag preceded 
by a manifesto issued by professors of the various 
universities at Peiping and 7Pollowed ~y the demons- 
trations steged by students’ of veriaus schools of the 
same citys Subsequently, the movement was responded 
to in every part of the country. All these indicate 
the national spirit as well as the fact that the 
national situation is in danger. 

In view of the foregoing, the following 
points strike us very forcibly:- 

{1) In the past people paid much attention 
to appeals regarding the national salvation movements; but 
they overlooked practical efforts. Although tha 
shouting of slogans and the holdin.- and staging of 
processions and demonstretions etn be rerlly regarded 
as Signs of netionnl spirit, yet toy will not result 
in any effeotive strength nnd will only give trouble- 
makerg an opportunity, unicss such »nropagenda is 
carried out aldmg set principles and worked systematically. 

At present the participants in the national 
gelvation movement are briljiant youths of the 
educational circles. Trev ought certainly to be 
ready to take strict precautions agninst those trouble- 
makers and reactionary elements, becnuse unless they 
are very careful, there Will] be serious results. 
we cannot forget the nationc] situation of to-day, which 
cannot be relieved by words only, but by hard cfforts 
effected by whole herrted action. The spirit and 
strength of the people must be invoked in the saivation 
of the nation and 2 long struggle is also necessitated, 
so thet the ridiculous "S-minute enthusiasm" will be 
done aWay with. 

(2) The Government should direct these 
national salvation people carefully, wno in turn should 
observe good order and so seve the national crisis 
under the actual guidance of the Government. As the 
participants in the national sulvation movement are 
students who are educated, they can be persuaded and 
easily taught. In this Way no illegal activities 
by students will happen. Furthermore, they can be 
easily directed how to Support the Government.

(3) In the past national salvation movements 
always aroused a misunderstanding among friendly nations. 
in minor cases, the movements are regarded as 
disturbances, but in major cases, as anti-foreig 


activities. We are surprised to see such a migsunder- 
standing since the love and salvation of one's country 
is the seme in all other countries. Do the people 


of other friendly nations not know that their respective 
counties should be loved and that the national crisis 

of their respective counties should be relieved? The 
salvation of one's country is the obligation of the 
people. Why should the people of China be an 


exception? The Chinese pvople at heart hava no 
anti-forcign idea, and they have never rejected foreign 
cul ture. We have no tims to lose in welcoming 


people of friendly nations who are rendering us mutual 
benefits, but yet we have no anti-foreign ideas. The 
Chinese people like pence anu if friendly nations

AGITATION AGAINST THE AUTONOMOUS hOVERLENT IN NORTH CHINA. 


At 3 p.m, yesterday the representatives of the 
vatTious University Studentsa Federations and National 
Salvation Cammittees held a joint meeting in the premise 
of the Chiaotung University for the purpose of discussing 
future activities for national salvation. 

The following resolutions were discussed and 
passed :- 

{1) That the following measures be adapted to 
gecelerate the future activities for national salvation s- 
{a) To centralize the control of the various Studenta 

Unions of local universities for national salvation. 

(b) To carry out a practical and permanent movement for 
national salvation. 

(2) It wee published in newspapers during the 
paat few days that &® federation known as the Federation of 
Local University Studentsa For National Sslvyation had been 
ineéugureted in Shanghai. The various local universities 
knew nothing ebout ita establishment beforehand nor had 
they delegated any representatives to participate in the 
meetings held by this Federation. Moreover the Federation 

had failed to mention the flace where the meetings were 

held and the nsmwea of the representatives who attended. 

It is evidently an illegal organization esteblished under 

certain pretexts. It is therefore only reasonable that 

this Federation should not be recognised. It was decided: 

{a) That a letter be sent to the local newspapers and 
news agencieg denouncing the establishment of this 
Federation. 

(b>) That the local Tangpu and other political organs 
be requested to conduct investig@tions and to adopt 
strict me&sures to deel with such orgenizetions. 

(c) That the various Students Self-Control Uniong and 
National Salvation Committees of the loc@l Universities 
be instructed not to recognize such orgenizations. 

(3) That the delegates of the various 
universities present write to the secratary of the local 
University Students Federation asking him to convene

At the present yuncture when our national existence is at 
atake, our cultural circies, who are entruated with the 
mission of guiding the community, should no longer remain 
calm end should immediately rise up and lead the masses to 
engage in a national salvation movement. We warmly 
support the 'lest lesson' dcteminetion of our educetioneal 
circles of Poiping and the enthusiastic movement started 
by the youths in North China for the salvation of their 
country. We sheuld make up our mindg before the knives 
of our enomy ere laid to our necks. We should adopt 
efiective measures to preserve our nationel etrength and 
should struggle for the emancipation of our race. Eventa 
which herve occurred during tha past four yerrs convince 

us that our onemy's nggression is not instigeted by the 
ombitions of = few of our enemies but is the natural trend 
of the expension of Inpericlism.

for military, diplomatic, financisl and communication 
affairs in the distrist as weil as the apnointing ani 
discharging of officiaia comes under the power of the 
Committee itself, We are quite sure that the National 


ge Sovernment will never permit the formation eof such a 
. peculiar political affairs committee in Thina. Meanwhile 
fs We hope that our peonie will understand the object of 


“certain” authoritiec, and become aware of the grave 
nature of the situation of China. 

The Japanese newspapers are hostile towards 
the opposition by educationists in Peiping and Tientsin 
to tne secession movement in China and towards the appeal 
made ty students in Peiping for the punishment of traitors. 
They thought that all these activities had been instigated 
by the Chinese Kuomintang and Europeans and American 
people and that they are anti-cJapanese. The Japanese 
newspapers declare that the Japanese Embasfy has reguested 
the Japanese Foreign Office to lodge a protest with the 
National Government, From this, it will be seen that 
the Japanese Authorities desire the National Government 
to prohibit the G@ppearance of any actions in China whieh 
aim at opposing any secession movements Movements 
struggling for the existence of the nation should not be 
interferred with by foreign infiuence.

THE NORTH CHINA QUESTION 


The peaple of China are the best lovers of 
peace in the World. The Sth National Conference of the 
Kuomintang has clearly amnounsed thet the National 
Government Will not give up striving for peace until it 
is hopeless. In consequence of this, whether or not the 
peace in the Far East or in the whole world can be 
maintained will depend entirely upon our neighbouring 
countrys Despite the activities of high Chinese offioiais 
presenting suggestions for peace, no approval whatever 
has yet been obtained from tre other side, 

China is a Weak, backward and invaded country 
and she is eagerly desirous of peace. There is; however, 
a certain limit for peace, that is to say, the people of 
China. have all come to see that the discussion for peace 
must be based on the principle that "the integrity of the 
nationel territory must be ensured and Chinats sovereign 
rights must te made completa", On the contrary, if the 
negotiations for peace are handed in & manner that Will 
sause our national territory to be separated or that will 
lead to the violation of the rational sovereign rights, 
then the stage is come when peace ig hopelesse 

Taking the present chance whun thera is still 
some slight nope for the peace of the Fer East, we now 
Wish to give 4 frank talk to our friendly neighbouring 
country and to the National Govrerament as followss— 

The intelligent people of our friendly neighbouring 
country should consider the relations betwean Chine and 
Japan closely and devise peaceful mensuros for the mutual 
existence of the tivo nations. Before the Meiji Regime of 
Japan, Japan hed ta recognize thet ane had - history of 
some three thousand years as part of the Chinese race, 
Jepan received neerly all her civilisation from China, 
However, efter adopting Western civilization, Jnpam began 
to learn, in the ways of the West, how to oppress the weck, 
She annexed the Liuchu Islrnds, obtrined Taiwan cond took 
Koret,s The Jepanese were still not satisfied with thet, 
and eelzed China's Four North-Eastern Provinces during 
the September 18 Incident. The Woosung-Shangheali Pact 
end the Tengku Agreement were subscquently signed. Japen 
hes now initiated the so-crilud "Nerth Chinn Autonomous 
Movement" ce if China had not yet sustrined the gravest 
insults, in the opinion of Japan formerly, Japan would 
have friled to cerry on Without Manchuria. Now, Japan 
4s of the opinion thrt she cennot enaure the safety of 
Menchurie uniess she is in control of North China.

The Chinese Government must realize the 
necessary conditions for peace. It must, first of all, 
draw up schemes to cope with the national affairss it 
should give permission whenever it is possible, but rejeot 
any demand which is impossible to accept. It should 
not hesitate to de&l with anythings It must be determined 
to sacrifice all in order to obtsin true peaca. At this 
tima when there is still some hone for peace, the 
Government must select high class diplometic officials 
to announce the sincerity of the Gavernment to be friendly 
with neighbouring countries and to draw the attention of 
foréign countries to the Sino-Japnnese affairs, The 
people throughout the country must consolidate and be 
prepared to sacrifice everything for the sake of our rane 
and country when it appears that there is no longer any 
hope of peace.

LATERVIEW WITH FRESIDENT OF "AUTONONGUS CQUKCAL CF EAs 
HGPEL" . 


Yin Jou Keng, Inspector of the Demilitarized 
Area in Hopei Province, proclaimed the autonomy of Luantung 
on Kovember 24 and has since become the President cf the 
“Autonomy Council of Hast Hopei." 

The following interview took place between Yin 
Jou Xeng and Mr. Alphonse Yorastier, editor of the French 
newspaper "rFolitique de Pekin" ¢- 

Q: We have heard of the formation of the new 
Gouncil of whien you are tne Fresident. We nave cone to 
seek information from you at first hand. 

At I shall exviain to you my ooject. I am fight 
ing not the corntry but the Kuomintang for tie Kuorintang 
has seen ruining the country during the past 25 yearc. f 
would like to see China ieturn to the same state that she 
was in in the year 1911. I have seen service with the 
Kuomintang in the nope of ameliorating somewhat the 
consequences of its tcts but without success. Recently 
I sent to Nanking an appeal that the period of political 
tutelage ba terminated for it is only anotier form of 
dictatorship, and to establish a Constitutional Government. 
The Fifth Rational Congress was still in session then. 
Generals Sung Cheh Yuan and Han Fu Chu also sent similar 
telecrams. To my disappointment, Nanking ignored our advice, 
Instead, Nanking decreed the nationalization of silver. 
Therearter, I hesitated no longer and launched the present 
autonomous movement. This movement is principolly directed 
against the Kuomintang. If the Kuomintang can be driven 
avay fro the whole country it will bring much happiness 
to the people.

The Jap nese military 
authorities in Tientsain have issued a declaration tc the 
effect that they heve teken ne hand in this mevement, 
However, the fact is that Yin Zu Keng was appointed Special 
Deputy fcr the Luenchow-Shenhrikwan Areas on Japan's 
recommendition and that the said selt-gcvernment is 
established in the demiliterized zene. Acccrding to 4 
telegram received yesterday, the treeps cf the 32nd Division 
under General Sung Cheh Yuen have interee Tungchow, but 
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Japan is about to lodge a protest, This shows clearly 
that Yin Zu Keng has actually obtained assistance from 
Japan in his rebellious move. 

The integrity of China's territorial and 
administrative rights should be maintained, As the 
rebels have started the self-government, our government 
should be requested to instruct the 29th Army to quelli 
the rebellion, At the present extraordinary time, the 
Truce should be declared as null and void, If Japan 
atill has some intention to cooperate with China and not 
to interfere with our territorial integrity, she must not 
prevent our troops from quelling the redellion, by using 
the Truce 4s a pretext, unless she voluntarily directs 
the rebels to abolish their self-government. 

China doés not wish to be at enmity with 
Japan; her only desire is that Scpan will not proceed any 
further, Whether or not Jopan vill abide by this will be 
seen from whether Japan will allow the Chinese troops to 
suppress the retcllion or not. The only armed force under 
the command of Yin Zu Keng is the Peace Preservation Corps 
which is naturally unable to combat with the government 
troopa. If Japan dees not side with tho rebels, wo 
belicve that ordar will be restored in the Luentung 
District in a day or two. 

What we are fearing now is that Japan may 
send reinforcements to the Great Wall to abate the 
rebellious movement, while on the other hand she may 
prevent tho troops under General Sung Cheh Yuen from 
undertaking the rebel suppresaion cempaign and not 
hesitate to ingtigate Yin Zu Keng from forming @ bogus 
atate on the same footing as "Manchukuo" in an attempt 
to divide North Chine.

DEMONSTRATIONS IN TIBNTSIN. 

: At 6 asm. November 85 the rebel elements hiding 
bji08 in the certain Concession assembled several hundred of their 
number, some wearing uniforms°*armiets with inscriptions 
"North Ching Peopte’s Selif-+Defence Corps", and others 
carrying clubs and tio machine guns, who proceeded in trucks 
to Tungmalu and seized the First Lecture Hall. They posted 
up tWo banners at the entrance of the hail, bearing the 
inscriptions "Headquarters of the North China People's 
Self-Defence Dare-To-Die Corps", after mounting machine 
gun posts in the street, they proceeded to the City 
Government in several batches, vither on foot or in trucks, 
led by people of a curtain nationality, and staged 
demonstrations shouting slogans on the way. 

At 8.40 asm. the first batch of rebels, numbering

As Mayor Chen Kuh Was not present, they were received by 
Mr. Gung Zung Yug, the Chicf Scerctary,. The callers 
submitted a petition dumanding the abdication of the 
government. Mr, Sung promised to transmit tho petition 
to the Mayor, efter which those in pleainclothes Icft but 

those in uniforms ramainad in thse buildings Upon @ 
telephonc measage from Mr. Sung, Ikegami, Chief of the 
Jnpanesce Gendarmes, arrived with two gendarmes and 
succeeded in persunding them to leave, 

At 9 a.m. 8 stcond batch of rebvis, about 10¢ 
in numbor., the majority of whom Were boys, nrrived ond 
raquested to see the Mayer. They styled themselvcs as 
the “North China Frommers Self-Selvation Corps", They were 
persuaded to leave iy the Chief Secretary, Mr. Sung Zung Yue.

According to information received from 
Giplomatic sources, it is learned that tne leaders in 
worth China, being under the pressure of the Japanese 
militarists, will establish “an autonomous state in 
North China” as was advocated by the Japanese. It is 
said that the movement will be put into effect as soon 
as Sung Cheh Yuan, Chin Teh Cheng, Shang Chen, Siao 
Tseng Ying, Chen wo and Ying Shih Kem are eligible for 
membership. Three committees to be known ae the 
Communications Conmittee, Cultural Committee and the 
Economic Committee, will be established to deal with 
the interior administration of this new Governunent, 
woile a Political Council similar in nature to the ona 
existent in the Soutu-Weat, will be formed to handle 
ali diplomatic affairs. This organization will first 
be carried out in two or three provinces in forth China. 
The new state, with the exception of ita political 
and economic independence, should be supject to the 
control and supervision of the National Governent as 
regards matters involving military affairs. 

In connection with this movemert, the 
leaders in North China held an emergency conference on 
night of November 16, when the following points were

The famous “Seven Gentlemen 
Case,’ in which seven leaders of 
the National Salvation Associa- 
tion were charged with subversive 
activities endangering the Chin- 
ese Republic, has been brought to 
a conclusion in Chungking. 

Declaring that the views and 
actions of the seven scholars. 
lawyers and professors were in no 
way contrary to the present ne- 
tional policy, the Chungking 
High Court, assigned by the 
Highest Court to take over the 
case from the Soochow Branch 
Kiangsu. High Court, withdrew 
the prosecution against them. 
The decision was given in Chung- 
king in the absence of the accused 
who are now actively engaged in 
political training and war service) 
j duties. Several o* them are mem-! 
jbers of the People’s Political: 
Council, . 

The seven leaders of the All-- 
China National Salvation Associa- 
Hion, an organization with a large: 
following smong students and/|

In the spring of 1937, they were 
rounded up in Shanghal and sent 
to Soochow to stand trial on 
charges of subversive activities. 
Demonstrations followed their ar- 
rest and, led by Madame Sun Yat- 
sen, widow of the late founder of 
the Kuomintang, many stormed 
the Soochow court. The legal bat- 
tle lasted many months but came 
‘to an abrupt end in July when 
they were released following the 
outbreak of hostilitles in North 
China. The ruling by the Chung- 
king Court was merely a formality 
upholding their views and actions.

While conscious of our obligation, as a 
foreign journal in China, not to indulge in 
undue tendering of advice or critical activity 
toward the nation which is our host, we feel 
it proper to note that yesterday's Ta Kung 
Pao remarked upon ‘the same event in a 
Tame "of _ mind comparable to thak. .of 
“Liberal”. 

In “fact that outspoken journal was dis. 
tinctly opposed to the attitude of the authori- 
ties in detaining the six without complying | 
with Chinese legal requirements to a hearing 
within 24 hours of arrest. It deciared itself 
strongly on behalf of the civll rights of the 
individual, and if any official view to the 
contrary has manifested Itself, the fact has 
net come to Gur attention. 

More pleasant, however, is the fact that 
good treatment is apparently being accorded 
the six. They are said to be incarcerated tn, 
two comfortable rooms vastly better than 
Prison celis, near the office of headquarters 
of the Bureau of Public Safety; spectal con- 
sideration is reported to be accorded them, 
dnd they are given sugh privileges as the}: 
chance to smoke and play games. In other 
words the authorities seem to be merely 
keeping them “out of elreulation” while in- 
duiging in none of: the horrors which have 
been features of some past acts against 
Leftists.

At 3 pom. June 13 a large 
number of atudents and labourers, under the leadership of 
five professors, held a demonstration in the French 
Concession to demand the release of the aeven arreated 
leaders of national salvation movement and passed a 
resolution containing 13 proposals. 

This resolution is reported to 
have been sent to the NationalGovernment. The report 
on the demonstration and the contents of the resolution 
were not published in any Chinese newspaper, but the 
mature of the resolution was exactly the same as that of 
the resolution which was adcpted by the popular frent 
before the gian incident and that of the propaganda used 
by the communist party after changing its policy. Judging 
from this, it is not difficult to guess who were the 
leading persons who attended the demonstration. 

The movement to effect the 
yelease of the seven arrested leaders is understood to 
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have been started to oppose the Kuomintang which ig 
attempting to effect national wnification, The movement 
is intended to move the atudenta't body, which is opposed 
to the National Government, under the cloak of a 

desire to release the arrested leaders. It is 

feared that the students in the north are likely to be 
affected by the movement which will be dangerous to 

the Euomintang.

PROCEEDINGS IN NATIONAL SALVATION TRIAL STAYED : ACCUSED 
ASK FOR CHANGE OF JUDGES 


Proceedings in the case against Sung Chun-dz 
(% % 4%), Tsang Nei-chi (Y% 4 2% ), Teeu Tag-fun (BG), 
Wong Zao-dz (¢ *f ), Li Kung-poh (4 % E ), Soo Chi-2i 
(y + ¢ >) and Sz Liang (% @ ), which were to have been 
Tésumed on the afternoon of June 12, were stayed as a result 
of an application made by the accused for the withdrawal of 
the presiding judge and two other judges. Announcement of 
the stay was made by Presiding Judge Fang {“f } at 2 p.m. 
June 12, and the accused were ordered to be returned to 
their detention house pending a ruling to be handed down 
by the Kiangau High Court. 

The following is the text of the application made 
by Sung Chun-da2 and the others 7- 

‘we, the applicanta, are charged with offences 
ag@inst the Republic. The case commenced on June 11. 

“Prior to the hearing, the Court placed strict 
reatrictions on persons who desired to attend, each of them 
being questioned, registered and then issued with a ticket. 
These measures should have bean quite sufficient to preserve 
good order in Court, yet the Court later prohibited all 
persons from attending the hearing, and although the Preaiding 
Judge announced after the commencement of the hearing that 
the regson for the prohibition was to prevent eny possible 
haxm to peace and order, he did not point out any concrete 
fact the oacurrence of whioh after the isauance of the 
tickets might have given rise to the apprehension. It 
might have been reasonably suspected, therefore, that the 
hearing of the case waa to be conducted in such a way as 
te render it necessary to prevent the public from having 
knowledge of the proceedings. 

"Following the queationing of the acoused by the 
Presiding Judge in regard te the facts of the casa, the 
accused and their defending counsel raised more than twenty 
Points advantageoua to the accused in regard to the facta 
mentioned in the chargé, and requested the Court to 
investigate thems Presiding Judge tr looked at the 
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other two Judges, Wane (fjand chang as if to give 
them a hint, and immediately overruled the request without 
giving any consideration to ite In some cages he even made 
no reply, but waved his hand as a signe When the defense 
counsel requested the Court to give the matter careful | 
consideration, they were prevented from speaking on the 
ground of insufficient time. Such an attitude and method 
of hearing cannot be regarded as compatible with the 
provisiona of Article 2 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 
“Cases of offences against the Republic, according 
to law, come under the jurisdiction of the High Court; 
consequently thie is in fase* tho only chance for the accused 
to defend themselves. Prici tu the institution of the 
prosecution, the procurator conducted enquiries for four 
months and submitted as many az ten items of evidence, The 
Court, however, takes utterly no noti¢ca of any items of 
evidence sutmittad by the acoused which would be of importence 
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and advantage to the accused in their defence and which 
are not difficult to investigate, This shows that the 
court is prejudiced and will only accept the opinions 
contained in the charge which are disfaveurable to the 
accused, A lJawful and just judgment under such circumstances 
is impossible, 

tas there now exist the circumstances mentioned in 
Article 18, Section 2, of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 
application is made in accordance with article 20, Section 
1 of the Code for the withdrawal of Presiding Judge Fang 
and Judges Wang and Cheng. In accordance with Section 2 
of the same Article, the overruling of the request for 
investigations to be made, as mentioned in the record of 
proceedings at the hearing on June 11, is hereby submitted 
as the reason for this applications The Court ig also 
requested to stay the proceedings of the case in accordance 
with Article 22 of the Code of Criminal Procedure." 


Statement by President of Kiangsu High Court.

The Kuemintang was naturally included; in fact it 
ocaupied the leading pogition. 

Pid it mean a government to be jointly organized by the 
various Parties and cliques? 

Nothing of the sort was said and furthermore such a 
government was not needed in view of the fact that there 
ia already tite National Government. 

The general political principles advocated a general 
election and the convention of a National Congress. 

What did this mean? 

This was based on the late Dr. Sun Yat-sen's declaration 
to convene a National Congress when he went to North 
Chinas 

The general political principles advocated the 
establishment of a united political regime in the country 
after the convention of the National Congreas» What 
aid this mean? 
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This meant that national unification would strengthen 
the government's power to resist Japanese 

Did the “allying with various Parties and cliques® mean 
the toleration of Communism? 

According to the late Dr. Sun Yat-sen's ingtructiona, 
the toleration of Conmunism is a good thing for the 
consolidation of strength, but since the purge among 

the aonmunists this toleration has been condemned. 

All the documents of the national salvation asseciation 
only advodate the cessation of civil wara, but have 
mever mentioned toleration of communism 

De you favour Communian? 

The national salvation association did not speak of 
principleas If there were any, they were simply those 
of resiatance to Japan and saving of the nation. 
National salvation and resistance against Japan is a 
communistiao alogan, id it net? 

Comnunista eat rice and we also eat rice. Cannot we 
resist Japan? 

Do you know that the @ommunists on one hand advocate 
resistanoe against Japan while on the other they suggest 
revolution? 

I do not know; this queation must be put to the communists. 
Were there any communists in the national salvation 
asscciation? 

We had no knowledge of this as we only paid attention 

to the anti-Japanese questicn. 

When did you issue the booklet together with Tsang Nai- 
chi, Tseu Tao-fun and Dao Ying-ts (fp {4 An )? 

Probably in July. 

Can you remember the contents of the booklet? 

The main object of this booklet was to call for 
consolidation againgt insultse 

Why did you all issue the booklet? 

The work for the salvation of the nation is extraordinarily 
difficult and it is not easy for the public to understano 
it. For thiag reason, we issued the tooklet. 

Do you all object to the campaign of the Government to 
suppress the communists? 

We only opposed the Sino-Japanese co-operation agairst 
the conmunists and we did not mention the subject 
regarding the suppression of the communists. Nevertheless, 
we paid close attention to the fact that the Government 
had been engaged in the communist suppression campaign 
for a period of ten years and that the people were in 
mich distresa. 

What expression had the Communist Party made towards 

the issue of offering resistance against Japan? 

I learned from the newspapers that the sommunists desired 
to peas through Shansi to resist Japan. 

Had you all any connection with the Communist Party? 

We never had any connection with the Communist Farty. 
This be verified py the letter from Mau Shih-tung 
(4. * F#.}, otating that he had read our suggestions in 
the newspapers.

thereabouts last year. At that time I was not in Shanghe i, 
so I did not participate in the in@uguration of the Association 
The manifesto and the ‘General Principles on Politics! issued 
by the Association were known to me only after the 
inauguration meeting of the Asaocistion. The object 
of the manifesto and the General Principles is to bring 
about the concentration of the united efforts of the pecple 
throughout the country for resistance against Japan under 
the guidance of the Central Govermment, The term 
‘Political Power' refers to the 'atrength of the political 
administration of the Goverment,’ So far ay the National 
dalvation Association is concerned, it has no political 
ambition whatever. Its efforte were to work for the 
unification of all Parties and cliquea with the Goverment, 

I am antirely ignorant of the circumstances of the Sian 
incident. Xt ig true thet a telegram was aent to 

General Cheng Esueh-liang, tut it advoceted resistance againat 
Jepen, Morecwer, telegrams were addressed to verioua 
militery leaders of this country, requesting them to pledge 
their unanimous support in the defence of Suiyuan Province."

Morning Translation 


Next interrogated was Sz Liang who made the 
following statement :- 
*T was one of the Standing Committee members of 

the All-China National Saivation Association as well as of 

the Women's National Salvation Association. Tha motive in 
taguing a manifesto and drafting a set of general prinoiples 
on politics by the Association was ta effect the concentration 
of the strength of the people throughout the country and to 
unite together all people, irrespective of sex or class. The 
preposgal that all parties and cliques which are different in 
views should unite together was not aimed at seizing the 
political power of the National Government because we had 
abeoclutely no idea of re-organizing the Government. We da 
not mean that the Conatitution set up by the Government is 
useless, because at this time when a national crisia confronts 
the country, the s@ivation of the nation is the most important 
task before our people; the question of the Constitution 
should be left over for consideration, Furthermore, the 

aim of our Association is to save the nation, We have never 
telked about the People's Front. The characters national 
Salvation front' mean that all Chinese people should stand 

on the same front to save the nation." 


S00 Chi-1li who was then interrogated made the 
following statement :- 

‘The main object in proposing the unity of ali 
parties and cliques is to effect resistance against Japan. 
All people who belong to the Chinese race should therefore 
unite togethere AB Tegards the question of the Conatitution, 
we have only made canments upon it, and as @ rule, people 
are allowed to make comments over their dissatiafaction, 

It does not necessarily follow that we have protested against 
the Constitution, We have never talked about communism 
because at this time when we have no time to lose in the 

task for the salvation of the nation, it is impossible for 
us to make a study of communism. The Sian Revolt came to 

our knowledge only at the time of our interrogation by the 
Procurator,.*® 


Finally, Loo Tsing was interrogated, aud he made 
the following statement :~ 

“te formation of the Kiangsu Bational Salration 
Association was on my own initiative, not on the inatructionas 
of Tsang Nai-€hi, At this time when the fate of the nation 
is at stake, all Chinese people, if not traitors, should rise 
and unite together to take ur the work of salvation of the 
Ration 48nd resistance against Japan."

Ta Xung Fac (Editorial) :- 


Mr. Sung Chun Shih and five ctners are at 
present in the custody of tne Shanghai Bureau cf Fubtlis 
Safety. Wwe have refrained from commenting o, tnia case 
because mo particulars are known, furthermore, the case ia 
sub judice. 

(1) Vr. Sung Chun Shih and the cthers are all 
well known writers in Shangnai. Their case hay attracted 
much attention among cultural circles. avery Chinese 
citizen should observe the law and any person who is 
suspected of a crime will incur the penalty of the law; 
but this must be carried out according to legal ,rocedure. 
This should ve strictly observed, particularly in nases io 
whien the community is paying much attention. Ween tne 
autnorities made the arrests, they must have a suspicion 
that the six persons had cornmitted some offence. In that 
cvent, why have they not sceen referred to Court to be dealt 
with instead of being detained at the Bureau for 90 wany 
days already? Acoording to law, the Police tuct arraign 
an arrested man before a Court within 24 heura. Why hag 
this procedure not been observed in the present case? 

(2) The six persons are writers cn sccial 
conditions. Their speeches and activities have a certain 
effect ameng a section of the community. do fa. as we 
xnow, the bedy which these six persons crganizeu. this year 
has not been registéred with the authorities. In the view 
of the authorities, thia is an offence. The authcritiea 
had not interfered with their activities in the , amt because 
they dia not suspect tneir motives. 

Now, this case happened at a time when the 
Governnent ig leading the country in national salvation 
worke acccrding to a brief communique issued hy the lccal 
authorities, naw developments in the case seer tc have 
taken planes If this is truc, the case should be 
immediately referred to the Court for investiyation and 
a charge can be filed so that the truth might oe revealed. 
These men should be immediately restored to freedem if the 
Court, after holding an inguiry, decides against a 
prosecution. 

(2) We hope the Government will be lenient 
to these mem. If a person is simply under a gus,icion 
which can be explained awey cr if the matter arcse threugh 
Ss misunderstanding, he should tbe allowed to argue his case. i 
If the facts in the present case admit of guch ; 
explanation cr »leaading, the Court should rule that no 
grosecution shouhd be instituted. ‘Ye think this atep is 
desirable because we are of the cpinion that, in crder tc 
save the country, it is important that the country be free 
of internal troubles, and to aocomplish this there must te 
sincerity and gond will between the Government 2nd the 
pecple. This sinnaerity and geod will should first be 
shown by the Government.

Vr. Sung Chun Shih and five others are at 
present in the custody of the Shanghai Bureau of Fublis 
Safety. we have refrained from commenting or this case 
because no particulars are known, furthermore, tne case is 
gubp judice. 

{1) lr. Gung Chun Shih and the cthers are all 
Well known writers in Shanghai. Their case has attracted 
much attention among cultural circles. Every Chinese 
citizen snould observe the law and any person whe is 
suspected of a crime will incur the penalty of the law, 
but this must be carried ont according te legal procedure. 
This should be strictly ovservec, particularly in cases to 
whien the community is paying much attention. Wren the 
authorities made the arrests, tney must have a suspicion 
that the six persons had conmitted some offence. In that 
event, wny have tney not been referred to Court to be dealt 
with instead of being detained at the Bureau for so many 
Gays already? According to law, the Police thuct arraign 
an arrested man before a Court within 24 heurs. Why has 
this procedure not been observed in the present case? 

(2) The six persons are writers on social 
conditions. Theiy speeches and activities have a certain 
effect amcng a secticn of the coumunity. Sc far as we 
know, the bedy which these six persons organizec this year 
Kas not been registered with the authorities. In the view 
of the authorities, this is an cffence. The authorities 
had not interfered with tieir activities in the  ,ast because 
they did not suspect their motives. 

How, this case happened at a time when the 
Government is leading the country in national salvation 
work. acecrding to a brief communique issued by the lccal 
authorities, new davelopmenta in the case seer to have i 
taken plane. If this is truc, the case snould te | 
immediately referred to the Court for investigation and j 
a charge can be filed so that the truth might be revealed. 
These men ghould be immediately restored to freedom if the 
Court, after holding an inquiry, decides against a 
prosecutions 

(2) We hepe the Government will be lenient 
to these meri. If a person is simply under a suspicion 
which can he explained away cr if the matter arcse through 
A. misunderstanding, he should be allowed to argue his case. 
If the facts in the present case admit of such 
explanation cr ,:leading, the Court should rule that no 
prosecution shoudé de instituted. We think this step is 
desirable because we are Of the cpinion that, in crder te¢ 
save the country, it is impertant that the country be free 
of internal troubles, and to accomplish this there muet be 
sincerity and goed will between the Government and the 
pecple. This sinsevity and geod will should first be 
shown by the Gevernment-

pant six months. At a time when a new situation has ardisery 
it is the duty of patriotio persons to place their trust in 
the Government and not to confuse the situation by their 
actt. We trust the literary cireles will recognize this. 
Mistaken notions shauld be corrected immediately. As to 
liberty of speeoh, we ere cunfident that it will be permitted 
by the Government so long as military secrets are not 
Civulged.

extradition, 

At 5.45 pam, yesterday, Fresiding Judge Wu

He Slao remarked that Dr. Sun Yatesen 
had praised Lenin and ae conditions in Seviet Rucsia were 
excellent, Dr. Sun akcuan ween right. He ef@id that no power 
in the world could break Soviet Rueeia. He concluded that 
Chins should unite with the Communist Party in compliance 
with the inetructionse of Dr. Sun.

She described that one of theee workers had been 
killed by the Japanese and her body put in @ aack and thrown 
into the Wengpoo. At this juncture, the audience commenced 
to shout elogane including "Overthrow the Japanese Imperialiste® 
and “Asaiet the Strikers.® Liu Tefo-dee, the next epeaker, 

made another speech depicting how the workera were cruelly 
exploited by the capitaliatea and requested the attendance to 
render aereistance to the workers. 

Tsang Nai-chi agein took the platform and informed 
the crowd that Madame Sun Yateeen hag intended to be present 
to deliver 4 apeech, but wae prevented by ilineas, He read 
the following epedoh written by her. 

*In commemoration of the late Dr. Sun Yat-sen, brethren 
throughout the nation ahould continue to atruggle for the 
emancipétion of the Chinese race. At prenent, we should 
yealize that our greatest enemies are the Japanese 


Imperifliats and Chineee traitora,

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"We ehould unite with a1] natione who aye lovers of 
peace and form an intern@tisnal league ageinst inveéaion, 
especially by allying with Grest Britain, U.sS.A., Prence, 
and Soviet Ruesia to eneure collective eafety on the Pacific 
end to oppose the Jupanese imperisliste. We should ally 
with the peace-loving meees of Japan, Korea and Formoga 
and forma united international battle line ta overthrow the 
Feeciet militariete of Je@pan.

Presiding Judge in this case is making @ thorough 
examination of the evidence produced by the frocurator, 
such as the Manifesto of the Inaugural Meeting of the All- 
China National Salvation Federation, a publication entitled 
"Same Pundamental Conditions and Minimum Demands Regarding 
Unification and Resistance against Aggression" etce, in 
order to eliminate misinterpretation of the texts. 

Although it was alleged by the procurator 
that Sung Chun-dz and the others had instigated the Sian 
Incident, it is learned that the file kept by the Military

The atatements made by the accused at 
the first hearing of the cage clearly point in this 
direction and are a sufficient prodéf that it was entirely 
due to their patriotism that the seven accused formed 
the national salvation association Not only are they 
not opposed to the adminiatration of the National Government, 
put they also advocate strongly the unification of the 
country under the guidance of the Government for the 
rejuvenation of the nation. Should they have unfavourably 
eriticized tha Government in the past for ita policy, they 
are now, however, guite in sympathy with the Government's 
active policy. On the other hand, it is likewise possible 
for the Government to be lenient towards them even if soma 
of their past activities are regarded as irregular, 
especially at this time when the whole nation is unanimously 
united. 

In short, the final outcome of this cage 
will conatitute a test of the internal unification of China- 
Wa firmly believe that it will bring about good and 
satisfactory results.

THE TRIAL OF THE SEVEN ARRESTED LEADERS 


The Mainichi publishes the 
following articles« 

The triai of the seven arrested 
leaders of the anti-Japanese popular front movement continued 
at the Kiangsu High Court on June 25. The prisoners 
denied connection with the Communist Party, the Gian incident 
and the instigation of Japanese cotton mill strikes though 
they admitted that they were anti-~Japanese in sentiment. 

The important point to be discussed 
in the trial is neither the formation of the anti-Japanese 
National Salvation Association nor the agitation of the 
Japanese cotton mill strike but their activities relating 
to the Sian incident. Prior to the Sian incident they 
sent a telegram to General Chang Hsueh-liang advising him 
to force General Chiang Kai-shek who wae in Shensi at that 
time, to takeanti-Japanese action by means of military strength. 
This is a true fact and it leads us to believe that the 
accused were connected with the communist party. The 
telegraphic suggestion to General Chang Hseueh-liang alone 
is enough to constitute a felony which deserves the highest 
degree of punishment. The trial ia much concerned with 
the accused's attitude towards General Chiang Kai-shek. 

For this reason, the C. C. Corps and the Blue Shirts Scciety, 
which have been active to strengthen Chiang Kai-shek's 

regime at any cost, will undoubtedly be interested. It 
will be a difficult matter for the judges as the hand of the 
Cc. e Corps can be clearly seen behind the Kiangsu High 
Court. 

The case of the seven arrested 
leaders is evidence of the dispute between the National 
Government and the Communist Party even after they had 
agreed to co-operate. If this dispute grows as the 
national unification work progresses it wijl be a great 
danger to the rehabilitation of China.

{7} The existence of otherwise of comection between the 
accused and the atrikes of workers of Japanese cotton 
mills and students, 

{8} The connection of the accused with Chang Hsush-liang

The Presiding Judge assumed an extremely mild 
attitude towarda the eccuged, but went into great detail in 
regard to the &bove points. The statements of the accused 
were generally similar to one another and agreed exactly 
with those made at the firat hearing on June il.

Very simple, to resist Japan and saye the nation. There 
Was no other object than to resist Japan. 
Were the nanifes:o and the general principles issued by 
the Ail-China National Salvation Federation passed by 
the general meeting? 
Yes. 
Who drafted them? 
Many persons. 
Were you among them? 
Yes. 
What were the contents of the manifesto? 
it bveseeched all the oarties and cliques in the country 
to discard their prejudices and resist Japan under the 
leadership of the Gover:ment. 
What was the idea of the general principles? 
They were a sort of sucgestion made from the people's 
Btandpoint with the hope that the various parties and 
eliques would unite to resist Japan. 
What was the difference between the terms "peaple'a front" 
and "people's national salvation front" used by you? 
The two terms had different meanings. "People’s front" 
is one for dealing with internal affairs. For instance, 
the people's fronts of France and Spain were formed to 
oppose Fascism in these countries. The "people's national 
Salvation front," on the other hand, advocated the 
unification of the country against aggression by the alien 
enemy. Furthermore, we never used the term "people's front,” 
In July last year Tseu Tao-fun wrote an article in the papei 
inatructing readers not to use the term "people's front" 
860 as to avoid misund®rstandings, In the charge, this 
term was cited to accuse us faisely; this is net correct. 
You said all parties and ciiques should unite. Vnich 
parties and cliques did you mean? 
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The parties meant the Kuomintang, the Communist Party 
and the so-called Third Party, The clique meant the 
Nationalism Clique. I was a member of the Kuomintang. 
By suggesting the cessation of internal strife, do you 
oppose the campaign for the suppression of Communists? 
We are of the opinion that internal friction greatly 
diminishes national strength, At that time, the situation 
in Kwangtung and Kwangsi was very tense; therefore, we 
suggested all perties and cliques should join hands to 
offer resistance against Japan. 
By suggesting the release of political offenders, do 
you mean the Communists? 
it does not mean the Communists in particular; it means 
all those who have been arrested for holding different 
political views. For the past few years we have adhered 
to this suggestion. For instance, at several meetings 
held by the Central Executive Committee of the Kuomintang; 
some C.E.C. memberg had also submitted the same proposal. 
The general principles issued by the All-China National 
Salvation Federation advocate the introduction of various 
parties and cliques to hold a conference. What does this 
mean and how is the introduction to he effected? 
This is simply a suggestion to the various parties and 
cliques with the intention to discuss ways and means to 
resist Japan. 
The general principles advocate the formation of a united 
political power of resistance against the enemy. Does it 
not mean a re-organization of the Government? 
Noe By the so-called unification, it means that the 
Government unifies all the parties and eligues and that 
the people, under the leadership of the Government, offer 
resistance against Japan. By this, we support the 
Government and not oppose its 
What is the guarantee for all the parties and cliques to 
join hands to resist Japan? 
The National Salvation Association is not a political 
party; it is meant to unite the various forces together 
against external aggression. 
It ia said in the general principles that sanctions will 
be applied against any party which commits a breach. How 
are the sanctions to be applied? 
We suggest that the National Government lead the nation 
in the resistance against Japan. If any party fails to 
obey, only the National Government will exercise the 
authoritye 
Will the Communists abandon their principles by offering 
resistance against Japan? 
This is a matter concerning the Communists and has nothing 
to do with the National Salvation Association, In the 
past, certain pedple said that the Communists would not 
abandon their principles to offer resistance against 
Japan. But the facts prove that after the Sian Coup 
the Communista were willing to give up their former 
policies of class struggles and unanimously offer 
resistance againat Japan. This is what the people 
expect and furthermore whether or not to ally with the 
communists igs up to the National Government. 
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The Communists have principles of their own and it is 
feared that it is not easy to secure alliance with them, 
By alliance, we mean resistance against Japan, and we do 
not talk of principles. 

The pamphlets issued by four of you advocate alliance 
with the various parties and cliques, particularly the 
Communists.

Q% Does the proposal that advocates unification of all 
parties and cliques mean the tolerance of the Communist 
Party? 

A: It refers to all parties and cliques, including the 
Communist Party. The manifestoes of the National 
Crisis Conference of the 23rd Year (1934) of the 
Republic and of the Third Plenary Sessions the statement 
issued by General Chiang Kai-shek, and the open 
letter addressed to the people issued by the Executive 
Committee of the Kuomintang all referred to the question 
of the unification of all parties and cliques.

(These words were uttered by the 
accused in a very vehement manner.) If Your Honour, the 
Presiding Judge, considers the statement of the Procurator 
proper and correct, then it is requested that the hearing 
of the case be discontinued. {Here the Presiding Judge 
wav@a his hand intimating to the accused to stop talking, 
but the latter took no heed and went on to saye) As the 
Procurator has repudiated and criticized my previous 
statement, I have the right to explain. (Here the accused 
was handed by the Presiding Judge the text of the telegram 
addressed to Chang Hsueh-liang by the All-China National 
Salvation Federation.

The following is the text of their reply 
to the prosecution, submitted to the Kiangsu High Court 
at Soochow, which was jointly drafted by their lawyers:-~ 


Facts of the Offence and Evidence 


The accused in this case, noticing the 
gravity of the national crisis, were in sorrow at the 
imminent downfall of China. Their patriotism ig not beyond 
that shown by other fellow countrymen. At that time, both 
the National Salvation Association and the accused were of 
the opinion that the only alternative to avert national 
extinction wes to bring about unification of the people 
throughout the country as a means of resistance against 
cutside aggression. For this reason, their speeches and 
activities were all directed in this movement. The reason 
why they advocated peaceful unification and concentration 
of national strength was purely for the purpose of bringing 
about the attainment of this object, All this can be 
verified by the following items of this reply, that deal 
with the National Salvation association and the personal Z 
correspondence and documents of the various accused concerned. ‘ 
Later, the antagonistic feelings against é 
the enemy of the people throughout the country became more s 
and more energetic. Such a tendency among the people of 
the country has brought strong support to the diplomatic 
negotiations and policy of the Government, resulting in 
the frustretion of the plots of the traitorous elements, 


the aversion of a serious crisis in North China, the 
adoption of a stronger attitude in the Government'sfiplomatic H 
negotiations with Japan and a slight diminution in the { 


arrogant attitude of the enemy. However, just at the time 
when the @ccused were regretting that thegr strength for 
national salvation was too weak and that they had not yet 
completed 1/100th of their duty towards their nation, they 
were arrested one after another in the International 
Settlement and the French Concession in Shanghai at mid- 
night on November 22 last year, and were subsequently 
charged in accordance with Articles 6 of the Law Governing 
Punishment of Persons Who Commit Acts With Intent To Injure 
the Republic of China,

The Items of the Reply 


According to Article 6 of the Law Governing 
Punishment of Persons Who Commit Aots With Intent To Injure 
the Republic of China, wheever is suspected of having 
organized associations, held meetings or propagated 4 
doctrine irreconcilabde with the Three Principles of the 
People shsll be punishable. 

Whether the object of the National Salvation 
4ssociation is for the purpose of working for the salvation 
of the nation or otherwise or whether the doctrine it 
propagated is irreconcilable with the Three Principles of 
the People or otherwise does not merit discussion. The 
prosecution brought sgainst the accused by the Kiangau High 
Court, though it contains 10 points dealing with the evidence 
for this prosecution lacks sound and thorough understanding 
and observation of the circumstances and evidence of this case,

It ig only 2 misinterpretation of the various documents 
of the National Salvation Asscciation. With a view to 
clearing off this misconception, the following items of 
the reply are submitted:- 

(1) In the First Item of the prosecution, 
it wags alleged thst the eccused were intentionally obstruct- 
ing the national policy of the Central Government towards 
uprooting the Red henace, 

The National Sslvation AsSociation was 
inaugurated for the purpose of dealing with Japan, The 
question of Soviet Russia and the Communist Party has 
nothing to do with the object and the prin¢iple of the 
Asaociation, 4s the prosecution lacks thorough understanding 
of the contents of the various documents it referred to as 
regards probiems dealing with Jepan, what the prosecution 
alleged cannot, therefore, be regarded as sound and concrete, 
It may be recalled that each time the proposal for a Sino- 
Japanese joint operation against Beds was brought up for 
discussion by Japan during the Sino-Japanese parleys held 
at Nanking last year, it wes rejected by the National 
Government. From this, it can be seen that the policy 
of the National Salvation Association towards the Red problem 
is not inconsistent with that of the Government. That the 
prosecution alleges that the accused were intentionally 
obstructing the national policy of the Government towards 
uproating the Red menace indicates that it lacks sound 
understanding of the true policy of the National Government, 

(2) In the Second Item of the prosecution, F 
the accused were alleged to have recklessly attacked the 
present Government, disregarding its controlling power. 

It must be noted that the National Salvation 
Association advocated unanimous unification thmughout the 
country because of the increasing aggresaion through alien j 
invasion. Such a tendency of the Association cannot ba : 
taken as evidence for offence, especially in view of the i 
fact that the Government is earmestly desirous of peaceful | 
unification, Aa regards the terms "resistance againat the 
enemy" and "the salvation of the nation” contained in the : 
expressions "qa unified political power for resiatance ggainst i 
the enemy" and “a unified political power for the salvation i 
of the nation,” they constitute the unanimous demands of i 
the people throughout the country. For this reason, it 3 
Was recognized at that time that so long as the Government i 
could express its determination for resistance against the H 
enemy and for the Salvation of the nation, it would be easy : 
for the Government to unify its political power, lioreover, 
only when the Government possesses a unified political 
power, will it be able successfully to carry out ita 
resistance against the enemy for the salvation of the nation. 
The object and the method of the National Salvation 
Association for advocating peaceful wnification as mentioned 
in the manifesto issued by the National Salvation Federation 
of Various Circles Throughout the Country is quite in 
conformity with the policy of General Chiang Kai-shek. It 
is indispensable to bring about a unified political power 
in order to resist the enemy and to avert national extinction, 
whole to bring about peace in the country constitutes the 
principal path for the realization of such a unified 
politzal power, and the admission of members cf all parties 
and cliques to 2 conference to decide upon measures for 
resistance against the enemy is the only way to bring about 
& p@aceful unification.

THE CASE AGAINST SUNG CHUN-DZ AND OTHERS i THEIR ANSWER 
oa “~~ ‘TO THE PROSECUTION 


(Continued from yesterday) 


Such a proposal of the National Salvation 
Association does not. confiict with the national policy of 
the Government. Moreover, the Government has the right 
to decide whether or not such a p¥oposal can be accepted, 
Therefore, there is nothing illegal in this proposal whieh 
was suggested by a tedy formed by the people due to their 
patriotism. 

{3) In the Third Item of the prosecution, 
several exoerpts from the bookiet entitied "united resistance 
against alien aggression" and a few replies of the aceused 
to questions asked by the Court were taken as referenee 
to allege that the accused were deliberately propagating 
for the Communist Party and holding the Kuomintang and 
the Government as among other parties and cliques. For 
this re&ason, the accused were alleged in this prosecution 

-to have despised the present Government and to have 

\. disseminated propaganda advantageous to the Communist Party, 

However, this allegation proves just the contrary, as the 
prosecution lacka a sound and thorough study of the contents 
of the booklet in question. It must be noted that this 
booklet was issued by Sung,Chun-dz, Tsang Nai-chi, Tseu 
Tao-fun and Dao Ying-ts (fi 4742), it ia not a document 
of the National Salvation Association; it was only intended 
to urge the Kuomintang to co-operate with the various 
parties and cliques in order to bring about a united 
Tesietance against Japan. The Communist Party is only one 
of the important parties and cliquea that the Kuomintang 
Was urged in this booklet to co-operate with and to lead. 
The reason why the accused hopedthat the Communist Party 
would join hands with the Kuomintang to resiat Japan was 
because of the increasing aggression of outside invasion, 
which deserves the concentration of all the national 
military strength to cope with the situation; every drop 
of blood and every round of ammunition should be utilized 
for resistance against alien aggression. The proposal of 
the accused for a joint and united operation againat Japan 
among all parties and cliques of the country is one of 
the basie principles of our late leader Dr. Sun Yat-sen, 
It is, therefore, improper to criticize the actions of 
the accused and to bring up this prosecution before a 
therough study of the circumstances of the case has heen 
made, 

(4) Im the Fourth Item of the prosecution, 
it was alleged that the slogans used by the National 
Salvation Association, such as "fhe Ynited Front," *The 
Feople's National Galvation Front," etc., were the same 
as “The Feople's Pront". It was alleged in the Kighth 
Item of the prosecution that the "Peoplets Pront™® was the 
slogan passed by the Third Internationale at its 7th 
Conference of Representatives. Therefore, the prosecution 

alleges that the slogan used by the accused was thet of 
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the Third Internationale. However, it must be remembered 
that, in all, seven kinds of slogans were pointed out in 
the prosecution @e having been used in the periodicals 
issued by the National Salvation Association, but none 

of them was in identical terms with the "People's Front*, 
Moreover, the prosecution contains no remarks about the 
meaning of the various slogans and the contents of the 
periodicals of the Association. It is not known on what 
ground the prosecution can allege that these slogane are 
the same as that of the "People's Front". It must be 
noted that the main object of the varioua "Fronts" used 
in the periodicala issued by the National Salvation 
Association was to urge the entire nation to bring atout 
& united resistance against the enemy for the salvation 
of the nétion. This can be verified vy the meaning of 
the wording of the titles of these slogans. They have 
absolutely no affiliation whatever with "Fronts* promoted 
by other countries. The prosecution not only lacks 
thorough understanding of the true meaning of the various 
*Fronts® appearing in the documents of the National 
Salvation Association, but it seems that it was drefted 
without knowledge of the true sense of the wording of 
these terms and contains an arbitrary allegation that the 
slogans used by the Association were one and the samé Ahe 
“People's Front®. It may be recalled that the "People’s 
Front" prevailing in France and Spain is of ternal nature, 
but the various "Fronts" contained in the documents of the 
National Salvation Association were all intended to deal 
with alien aggression; they sre absolutely different from 
each other. The true purpose for the advocetion of these 
"Fronts" by the accused wag to get the Kuomintang to act 
as a guide to co-operate with the various parties end 
cliques to bring about a united resistance againat the 
enemy, and the reagon why the bandit suppression campaign 
of the National Government was regardedas civil war in 
the documents of the Association was for the purpose of 
urging the Government to raserve its militery strength 
and that of the Communist Party in dealing with alien 
aggression. Ail this can be proved by the thorough contenta 
of the wordings of these documents, 

(5) In the Fifth Item of the prosecution, 
it was alleged that the several points mentioned in tha 
letter (printed matter) from Mau Shih-tung (7, |“ we 
criticizing the National Constitution appear to ve in 
conformity in several parts with the speech of the accused. 
But a atudy of this speech referred to in the prosecution, 
which dealt with the draft of the Constitution, reveale 
that the principal aim of the accused was that at this time 
of acute national crisis, the most urgent tesk for the 
Government was to direct all its attention towards the 
work of averting national extinction and maintaining the 
existence of the country; the question of the enforcement 
of the Constitution was only of secondary importance; 
otherwise not only would the Government be unable to 
safeguard the country, but there would be left no time 
for it to talk about Constitution. The purpose of this 
speech Was to offer a suggestion to the Government; it 
contained nothing whatever similar to the wording of the 
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contents of the letter from Mau Shih-tung. [It is, 
therefore, quite obvious that the allegation of the 
prosecution that the meaning of the speech of the accused 
wag the same as that of the letter from Mau Shih-tung 

is incorrect. 

(6) In the Sixth Item of the prosecution, 
it was 4lleged that the accused had done their hest to 
instigate the workers as a means toe attain their illegal 
purpose. But it must be noted that the *Strike Support 
Committee*was inaugurated efter the strike of the workers 
of the Japanese cotton mills in Shanghat hed taken place, 
4a it was then winter and as many of the workers had 
been rendered unemployed and were facing starvation 
because of the strike, this Committee was formed for the 
purpose of extending them a littie financial aupport in 
order to enable them to avoid starvation, 

{7} In the Seventh Item of ya prosecution, 
it stated that the newspaper "Struggle" (#4 ti}, seized 
at the home of Tseu Teg-fun, could not be regarded aa 
evidence beneficial to the accused, 

It must be noted that Fseu Tao-fun had 
not known previously of the existence of this paper. It 
wag only after he had been told by his friend that in 
this paper there were articles about him and Taang Nai-ehi 
that he asked his friend te get a copy fer his perusal, Fi 
This is how the paper came into his possession. , 

{8} In the Ninth Item of the prosecution, 
the Sian Incident was taken as reference to allege that 
the acctised had conspired with military leaders in carrying 
out subversive activities. But it must be noted that the 
Sian Mutiny broke out on December 12 last year, while the 
accused had already been arrested on November 22 tha same 
year. At the time of the outbreak of the incident, they 
were held in custody in the detention house of the Kiangsu 
High Court at Soochowe Not only were they unable to 
conspire with outsiders, but they were also ignorant of 
the affeir. AS regards the demand made by Generel Chang 
Haueh-liang for the rele: a of the accused, it mist be 
noted that the activities of General Chang hed nothing to 
do with the accused who had aiready been held in detention 
for 20 days at that time. Moreover, it Was General Chang 
alone in this country who asked for the release of these 
accused. From a logical point of view, it is, therefore, 
unreasonable te allege on such evidence that the accused 
conspired with military leaders for subversive activities, 

{9) In the Tenth {tem of the prosecution, 
Yeang Nai-chi, Sung Chun-dz end Tseu Tao-f ere 
implicated in the activities of Lo Ching ( }, who 
wae held as having participated in an organization the 
intent of which was to injure the Republics of China, 

Jt must be noted that Tsang Nai-chi never 
detailed Lo Ching to undertake the responsibility for the 
formation of any National Selvation Association, nor did 
the National Salvation #edscation of the Various Circles 
Throughout the Country sead out any representative te 
organize any organizations, Moreover, the various National 
S@ivation Associations in the various other places were 
establiahed by the persona at those places. ‘They are not 
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members of the National Saivation Federation of the 
Various Circles Throughout the Country, therefore they 
heve not had eny affiliations with the Federation, 

In view of the foregoing explanations, 
it can be seen thet the national salvation work undertaken 
by the accused was for the purpose of urging the entire 
nation to adopt an unanimous resiatance againat alian 
invasion. Their work is quite in conformty with the 
past as Well as the present policies of the National 
Govermment. It appears that the prosecution lacks 
thorough understanding of the motive of the National 
Salvation Association and the national policy of the 
Government, and therefore none of the evidence it contained 
can stand, 

The Kiangsu High Court is, therefore, 
requested to deal with the case impartially and to acquit 
the accused ao as to uphold justice. The Court is also 
Yequested to cease detention of the accused go an to 
eneble them to attend hearings of the case whenever 
required.

The ebove mentioned accused are involved in 
connection with Case No. 14, Character Tseng (48 }, of the 
25th Year of the Chinese Republic (1936), for endangering 
the internal security of the State, They are formally 
charged with this offence, 
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Facts of the Offence and Evidence 


Diseatisfied with the administration of the 
present Government, Sung Chun-dz, Wong Zao-dz, Li Kung-pod, 
Seo Chi-li, Taang Na&-chi, Tseu Tao-fun, Sz Liang and Dao 
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Ying-ts (who is still at large), under the pretext of 
resisting the enemy end alien aggression by the unification 
of various Parties and circles, promoted the People's Front 
for Netional Salvation. At first they organized a body 
known as the National Salvation Association of the Cultural 
Circles, Professional Circles and Woments Circles. Later, 
in collahorstion with the University Professors! National 
Salvation Association, the Students' National Salvation 
Association, the Yorkerst National Salvation Asscciation, 
the National Crisis Educational Society and various other 
bodies, they organized the National Salvation Federation 

of the Various Circles of Shanghai and started the 
publication of printed matter as a means of extending its 
influence and attraction. 

Not long afterwards, they extended the 
sphere of the Federation enc formed the National Salvation 
Federation of the Various Circles Throughout the Country. 

On bay 31 of the 25th Year of the Chinese Republic (1936), 
they held an inauguration meeting of this Federation et 

the Young ben's Federation in the International Settlement 
of Shanghai and at the same time issued ¢ manifesto dealing 
with the inauguration meeting of the Federation and the 
Preliminary Political principles dealing with National 
Salvation and Resistance against Japan. -On July 15 of the 
same year (1936), Sung Chun-dz, Tsang Nak-chi, Dao Ying-ts, 
and Teeu Tao-fun published a pamphlet under the caption 
"Several Fundamental Conditions and Our Minimum Demands 
for Resistance Againat Alien Invasion by Unification", 
advocating cessation of internal strife, release of 
political offenders, compromise with the Red Army and 
establishment of a united political Government for resistance 
against the enemy. 

Having read in the newspapers the speeches 
delivered by Sung Chun-dz and others, Mou Cheh- tung (E4x yy 
leader of the communist bandits who were then retreeting 
in the North-west, sent a reply addressed to Sung 
Chun-dz and others in favour of their suggestions. Upon 
receipt of this favourable support, Sung Chun-dz and others, 
considering that they had attained their object, worked 
more energetically for the enlargement of their influence, 
and detetled La Ching, another accused, to undertake the 
formation of the National Saivation Federation of the Various 
Circles of Kiangsu Province. Henceforth, their activities 
became more and more energetio, At the same time, they 
Started the publication of a paper known as “National 
Extinction aversion Intelligence Report", strong ~riticising 
the administrative policies of the National Government in 


the hope of reducing the people's confidence in the Government, 


Taking advantage of the strike of workers 
that wae then in progress in the various Japanese cotton 
mills in Shanghai, Sung Chun-dz and others formed a body 
known és the “Strikes Support Committee” and started the 
colklaction of contributions for financial support of the 
atrikers, with the intention of urging the strikers to 
undertake activities coincident with those of the National 
Saivation Federation. For this reason, they (Sung Chun-dz, 
Jong Zao-dz, Soo Chi-1i, Li Kung-poh, Taang Nak-chi, Tseu 
Tao-fun and Sz Liang} were arrested by the Shanghai Buresu 
of Public Safety, How known as the Shanghai City Goveriunet 
Police Bureau, vith the assistance of the Police authorities 
of the International Settlemant and the French Conoession in 
Shanghai. 
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With the exception of Sz Liang,who disappeared 
after release on bail, the arrested persons were handed 
over, together with certain evidence, to this Court for 
investigations as they were suspected of having conspired 
with communist elements, organized illegitimate bodies 
and instigated strikes of workers and students, with the 
intention of menacing public peace and order as well as 

overthrowing the Government. Later, Sz Liang surrendered 
herself to this Court during the progress of the investiga-~ 
tions that were heing conducted by this Court. Later, 
Lo Ching was arrested in Kiangying and was handed to this 
court by the kilitary Court of the Military Affairs 
Commission. 

During the time when the investigations into 
this case were still in progress, Koo Liu-hsiang, Zung 
Chung~kao, Cheng Chung-mei, Chen Tao-hung and Chen Tso, 
as representatives from the National Salvation Federation 
of the Various Circles of Shanghai, submitted a petition 
to this Court requesting the release of Sung Chun-dz and 
others. In view of the fact that these persons were ali 
members of the National Salvation Association of the 
Professional Circles of Shanghai, moreover, as Zung Chung- 
kao was the Secretary of this Association, they must have 
had connections with the communists; they were therefore 
likewise held in detention by this Court pending investi- “4 
gations. As a result of these investigations, it was 
ascertained that the principal object of the various accused 
in establishing such bodies and propegating doctrines that 
were contrary to the Three Principles of the People was to 
endanger the internal security of the Republic of China, 

The evidence for the prosecution is as 
followa:- 

{1} In the manifesto issued by the National 
Saivation Federation of Various Circles Throughout the 
Country, it states: "The attacks made on Soviet Russia by 
various Powers are unjustified, while bandit suppression 
in China is 6lso wrongful," and "A small number of people 
with ulterior motives still regard the Soviet Union and the 
Communist Party as the principal enemies of the Chinese 
people." 
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Similar statements have also frequently 
been published in the Salvation Bulletin. It must be clear 
to all that the Communist Party has done serious damage 
to the country. The object of the Communist Party is 
inconsistent with that of the Three Principles of the People. 
The accused formed an organization proposing that no 
punitive action be taken against the Comminist Party and 
openly criticising the bandit suppression policy of the 
Government; it is very obvious that they were intentionally 
obstructing the national policy of the Central Government 
tewards uprooting the Red menace. 

{2) Besides advocating that political 
offenders be immediately released, the above mentioned 
manifesto also states that "The various partied 4iiques 
should formally send their respective representAtives and 
the People's Front for National Salvation is willing to 
arrange a general principle for joint resistance against 
the enemy and to establish a unified political power to 
resist the enemy". The Anti-Hapanese National Salvation 
Preliminary Political Principles also demand that "A unified 
national salvation political power be immediately established." 

Prom this evidence, it is clear that the 
accused took similar steps ta those 
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From this evidence, it ig clear that the 
accused took similar steps to those of Tsang Nas-chi who, 
in his "Communist Party Letter to the Kuomintang" addressed 
to Lo Ching, states that “We uphold the establishment of 
a Republic of a Unified China", and "We uphold the National 
Defence Government of the Unified Country". 

As the accused are under the control of 
the National Government and Sung Chung-dz and Lo Ching also 
called themselves "Kuomintang members", and ag they know 
very well that the Kuomintang is the only organization 
responsible for the establishment of the Chinese Republic, 
their absurd allegations as mentioned above have recklessly 
attacked the present Government, disregarding its control- 
ling right, and they have intended to form another 
Government besides the Bresent Governmente 

(3) In, the various publications issued by 
Sung Chun-dz, Tsang Nak-chi, Pao Ying-ts and Tseu Tao-fun 
suggesting the several fundamental conditicns and minimum 
demands for a unification against aggressors, the following 
sentences are found: 

"To make a truce with the Red Army for a 
joint resistance against Japan," "The so-called various x 
parties and cliques mostly lean towards the Communist Party,” 
"Recently the Communist Party proposed a joint resistance 
against Japan, but the Kuomintang méde no comment at all; 
this will make the public believe that the Communist Party 
is ready to give up its established policy ahd has taken 
a wider view of the general gituation." 

In the Livelihood Weekly Megazine, an 
article published by Dao Ying-ts states thet “The Red Army 
is one of the three main groups in China". This shows 
that he intends to render assistance to the Communist Party 
and to weaken the public confidence in the Government and 
the Kuomintang. 
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Purthermore, when asked by this Court that 
as the Communist Party is without nationality and believes 
in cosmopolitanism, how can it save the country, Sung Chun- 
dz replied: “We have not studied this question". (vide 
records of interrogation of December 23, 1936). ‘hen 
further easked: "As when the Central army was offering 
resistance in 1932 and during the various battles along 
the Great Wali, the Red Army took advantage of the situation 
by making a counter attack at the rear, how can the Red 
Army co-operate with the Government and what assurance is 
there that no similar action will be taken by the Communist 
Party afterwards?", the accused could not give a rez@sonahie 
answer, but simply replied: "After the co-operation, if 
the Communist Party dares to turn against the Government, 
it will be e@sy for the Government and the people to check 
it by force."

According to Li Kung-poh'ts statement, "Prom 
what I read in newspapers and magazines, the Communist Party 
is anti-Japanesge, but whether it is determined to resa#st 
Japan is another question." (vide the records of interrogation 
dated as above} From this observation, it is stiil unknowm 
whether the Comminist Party is determined to resist the 
aggressors. The accused placed the Kuominténg and the 
Goverment among various other parties and cliques, and at 
the game time, they maintained that the so-called "various 
parties and cliques are mainiy, of course, meant the Chinese 
Communist Party." This proves that they despised the present Somimcut 
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and their propaganda wos no doubt advantageous to the 
Communist party. 

(4) The so-called People's Front for 
National Salvation (also called the People’s Front, the 
United Front, the People's United Front, National Salvation 
Front, etc.) is explained by Sung Chun-dz, ‘ong Zao-dz, 
Li Kung-poh, Soo Chi-li, Tsang Nai-chi, Taeu Tao-fun, S82 
Liang, Koo Liu-hsiang, Zung Chung-kao, ete. @s being 
different from the People's Front promoted by the Co nist 
Party. Tseu Tao-fun produced the Life Daily us ae 
edited by himself to prove this statement. However, 
according to Lo Ching, the accomplice, “As the terms are 
not yet unified, the People's Front, the People's Front 
for National Salvation, the National Salvation Front, the 
Unified Front, the Racial Front, the United Front, etc. are 
all one and the same." (vide records of atetements t-ken 
down on January 19, 1937} The Life Daily produced by Tseu 
Tao-fun states that with a view to producing a clear 
understanding, the term "People's Front" should be abandoned 
and the "People's United Front" substituted. This does not 
prove that the People's Front for National Salvation and 
the People's Front are two different bodies; on the contrary, 
it furnishes the evidence that the title of Peoplets Front 
had long been used by the nie * In the home of Tsang 
Nai-chi, "The Intelligence” Es) ), No. 1 of the Chinese 
Students' National Shear Bi nioeeo was seized, in which 
it states that a manifesto be issued and funds be collected 
to assist the Spanish People's Front Government, This 
shows that the People's Pront for National Salvation and 
the People's Front are, in reality, terms of a similar nature, 


This ca eer be verified by the Fu Ce Regdin Soclety 
( Rac ae formed by Hee 3 guyyee ( fi a) » Zung Dz- 
wen { ¥4 yey? and Kan Shang { }, who ae 4 ect is anti- 


eel tele in reality it is a communistic organization, 

This society once joined the National Selvation Association 
of Professional Circles, and was enlisted as 1433rd section 
with Tseu Shou-yee as Chief. The Second Branch of the 
Kiangsu High Court has already sentenced Tseu and the others 
to terms of imprisonment on a charge of forming a society 
with intent to injure the Republic of China. The accused 
all confess thet the National Salvation Asscciation of 
Professional Circles joined the National Salvation Federation 
of Various Public Bodies of Shenghai and the latter Federation 
further joined the Nationa] Salvation Federation of Various 
Circles Throughout the Country. I is quite clear that 

at ite establishment, the National §alvation Federation 
allowed communist elenents to join. The People's Front 

is one of the titles of the Communist Party 29nd this is not 
denied by the accused. The civil war in Spain was caused 

by the People's Front directed by the Communist Party. 

The accused used these slogans to influence the people and 
their desire is to assist the Spanish Popular Front Government, 
On the one hand, the accused point to the bandit suppression 
campaign of the National Government as civil war, and on the 
other hand, desire to assist the civil war of a Yeopic's 
Front in a foreign country. Who can believe that they have 
no international background or that they have no political 
ambi tion?

by which unified measures have been drawn tp. Instead of 
doing this, the accused secretly formed the National 
Salvation Federation under the pretext of uniting the 
various parties and cliques. The establishment of an 
eneny-resisting government advcented by them corresponded 
with the sugcestion made by Shang Hsueh-liang in his 
circular telegram to re-organize tne Government. The 
accused also distributed various publications adyocating 
the wrongful idea of a Feople's Lational Salvation front t% 
mislead the people and to create dissensions between the 


people and the Government. The charges against the accused 


of forming an crganization with the intent of. igjuring the 
Republic of China and of propagating a doctriné irrecon- 
ciiavle with the Three Frinciples of the People are thus 
definitely proved.

Apart fram the issue of circular orders of arrest 
for Dao Ying-ts, Chang Chune-mei, Zung Tac-hung and Chen Tsnr 
whose whereabouts are unknown, 4 prosecution ig hereby 
instituted againet the remainin: accuscd in aecordance with 
Articles 230 and 243 of the Code of Criminal FYrocedure.

WHY SC MANY INCIDENTS? 


During recent years, China has been faced 
with many domestic and external treubles, especially 
after the Mukden Incident of September 18, 1931, all of 
which have given rise to "gross misunderstandings" and 
“unfortunate incidents”. 

Se far as we can recollect many misunder- 
etandings and incidents have taken place since the 
January 28th Incident in Ghanghai. Take, for instance, 
the murder of the Japanese marine named Hideo Nakeyama 
which took place sometime in June (7? November)iast year 
in the Hongkew district. It was alleged thet this murder 
Was a preliminary step in the anti-Japanese movement of 
the Chinese pecple. Fer this reason, immediately after 
the incident took place, cur "friendly nation" at once 
definitely agserted that the murder was perpetrated by 
Chinese. Later, a certain clue was obtained and several 
Chinese were arrested and they admitted that tney were 
the persons who had murdered the Japaneee marine. This 
ended the Nakayama murder case. Later, similar incidents 
took place in Pakhci, Swatow, Chengtu, Hankow and even 
Taiyuan, Shansi vrovince. 

The attempted murder of a family ccuple of 
cur "friendly nation" tceok place mot long ago in 
Hongkew. Fortunately, due to the faut that one of the 
ecuple sustained only a slight injury te the gar, the 
incident did not give rise to any serious misunderstaming. 

But it must be noted that such incidents 
do not take place withcut cause. Although the circumstances 
surrounding these incidents differ, yet the principal 
cauge is the samee The forcible occupation of our North 
eastern territory by our “friendly nation" has aroused 
anti-~Japanese feeling among the Chinese; if our "friendly 
nation” did not take advantage of the anti-Japanese movement 
aS a pretext to intimidate and oppress our Government 
preparatery to further acts of aggressitn cr to domanding 
certain privileges, there weuld not have been so many 
unfortunate incidents. 

We do not deny that some of our fellow- 
countrymen have resorted to foclish and stupid acts in 
their indignation, but the cause of it all is due to 
the aggression of cur "friendly nation". We do not approve 
of such acts; we strongly cbhject tc assassination of 
individuals. We advise such pecple to reserve their energy 
for activities that are beneficial ta the whole 
oeuntry.

Two persons have now been nabbed for the “Pear Core 
Incident” that caused much stir in Hongkew, only to be over- 
shadowed by the murder of 2 seamanon Yalu Road Wednesday 
night, They are now detained by the North Station branch 
of the Public Safety Bureau for questioning, If they prove 
to be the right men, Mr. Hu will not have to call on the 
Japanese headquarters any more. 

The arrested persons are Mr. Huang Ling-shaw, instructor 
at. the “Happy Life’ Daneing School, and Hsu Zau-ning. 2 
tea-boy in the same Institution. They were taken into custody 
by Chinete police late Thursday night, if was revealed this 
morning. The Chinese police will prusecute the pair for creat- 
ing the “Pear Core Inejdent.”’

On the night of September 21, North 
S3zechuen Road was throwmm into a state of comnétion owing 
to a trivial incident. Fortunately, due to the calm 
attitude of both the Chinese and Japanese authorities, the 
matter was amicably scttied. 

The following are the facts in the 
incident t+ 

At about 7.40 p.m. September 21, as tw 
Japanese officials of the Landing Party were passing by 
the Happylend Danca Hall in the vicinity of the Isis 
Theatre on North Szechuen Road, two pieces cof pear peelings 
fell on one of the officers. The officer ceased walking. 
He evidently regarded thie as a deliberate act and as an 

indirect insult to the Japanese Imperial Navy. He 

immediately notified the Japanese Naval Landing Party : 
Headquarters which at once detailed a number of mm to 5 
guard the vicinity of the dance hall. A esearch was then 
made of the cabaret in conjunction with officials of tha 
Settlement Folice and the Bureau of Public Safety.

Communication from the Nethewlands Consulate-General, dated 


November 30, 1935, re Michael V. Masslow, Russian. 


Michael Viadimirovitch Masslow, Russian, was born 
on December 25, 1896 at Moscow. , 

He studied in one of the schoole there and upon 
graduation attended the Imperial Technical Institute of 
Chemical-Engineering. 

However, owing to outbreak of the Great War, he 
discontinued hin studies and entered the Kasan Wilitary 
School, where, upon passing a short course, he graduated as 
a first lieutenant. 

In Auguat 1915 he left for the Auatrian Front with 
the 125th Fusilier Regiment where he fought until 1918, when 
the revolution broke out. During his actual service he 
received the Order of St. Anna, Sra and 4th degree, the Order 
of St. Stanislav, 3rd degree, and alao the Soldier's Crosa of 
St. George, all for bravery and highly distinguished service. 

In 1918 he left the Austrian Front and proceeded 
to the Yodga Region, whare he joined the White forces of 
General Kappel and fought against the bolsheviks up to the 
latter part of 1918, when he was wounded at Railway Station 
Cheshny and conveyed to the Oms Military Hospital and later 
transferred to Vladivostock Military Hospital, where he was 
diacharged in 1919. 

In February 1919 he came to Shanghai and scon after- 
wards secured employment at the iiulin Batate at Kuling aa 
custodian, in which capacity he worked up to the end of 1919. 

In 1920 he left for the Philippine Islands, where 
he worked as chemiat with the New Life Bazaar, Import: Company, 
up to 1921, when he resigned from hia position and proceeded 
to Harbin, For the next two yeara he worked with the ‘Hira’

Printing and Publishing Co. a8 manager of a printing 
department and aleo with the “Russian Daily Rews*, a 
Russian newspaper published in English. 

In May 1923 he came to Shanghai and in company with 
a Mr. Cooper eatablished the Cooper & Co., Distillery and 
Perfucery Works, 301 Avanue Joffre. 

This astabiishment closed down in 1924 owing to 
poor buginess and Masslow again proceeded to the Philippine 
Islands, where at Manapla, Negros, he joined the Sugar 
Refinery Pactory as a chemist. 

In 1929 he returned to Shanghai and established the 
"St. Georges® Pharmacy at No.1559 Bubbling Well Road. He 
conducted this business up to 1955 when he sold out and 
left for Tsingtao. 

Whilst in Tsingtao he became a shareholder and 
manager of the "Tsingtao United Industrial & Trading Co.", 
which dealt in medical supplies. 

Maselow's wife and daughter reside in Taingtao at 


present. 
It should be noted that Michael V.Masslow ia not 


identical with one Moses Grigorievitch Masloff, Soviet 
citizen of Jewish origin and former employee of the 
Centrosojis, who is mentioned in the attached communication 
from the Netherlands Consulate-General.

MEMORANDUM OF EAU] DE FLONDOS 

Pavl de Flondor alias de Flomier, alias Flonda, 
aliaa Flounder, a Rumanian Jew, now aged 36, arrived in 
Shanghai in 1931. 4 plansible rascal, hia activities 
in Shanghai were by no meana above board and there is 
every reason to telieve that when he left this city in 
1933, he did go in order to escape his numerous creditors 
and to avoid any court proceedings which would have been 
the natural outcome of certain shafly dealings, of which 
he was the inatigator. 

Nothing is known by this office regarding his early 
life; on July 15, 1923, however, he wag conferred with 
the degree of Bacholor of Law by the Rector of Bucharest 
University, having passed the final examination of the 
Law Faculty of that University (Diploma No. 39 dated ' 
July 15, 1922). 

d@ Flondor is next heard of in Calcutta, where on 
July 9, 2924 he was legally married to a Mise Katheleen 
Mayer, « British subject by birth, at St. Thomas Church, 
Middleton. Row. 

In October 1925, de Flondor appeared in Lomion, when 
he presented himself before the Royal Rumanian Legation 
there, for purposes of receiving documents in the English 
language showing that he was a qualified lawyer and that 
he was a member of the Bar Association of Bucharest. 

From 1925 until 1930, it is not known what mode of 
employment de Flomdor foliowed or where he was domiciled, 
although information is extant to the effect that three 
children were born in Calcutta to him and his wife as 
followsi- 

(1) Babette, born on June 3, 1985. 

(2) Nanette, born on June 12, 1927. 

(3) Daphne, born on sept. 9, 1920.

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which rather indicates that de Flonda and his wife were 
residing in Calcutta over thia period (1985 - 1930). 

In 1930, de Flondor was accused of criminal mis- 
appropriation of certain money by Mesars. E-D. Saasoon 
& Co. of Calcutta. Both he and hia wife, however, ware 
succesaful in escaping from India at that tima, de Flombor 
obtaining a certificate of identity by falsely deacribing 
himseif ae a Hungarim, whilst hia wife obtal ned a Britiah 
Indian passport by the expedient of making a false 
declaration under the name of Saundera. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. de Fliondor succeeded in getting 
as far as Naples in their flight from justice, but in 
duly 1930, by virtue of an extradition warrant, were brought 
back to Calcutta to stand trial, de Flondor being subsequent- 
ly aentenced to two years’ B.I. for criminal misappropriation. 
Ee was, however, acquitted on appeal, by the Honourable 
High Court in March 1831, after which he and his wife 
then obtained certificates of identity in omer to poceed 
ostensibly to Rumania These certificates were issued 
in Calcutta on April 14, 1931, but whether de Flondor 
proceeded to Rumania ia not imown, A few months later, 
however, we find him in Shanghai. 

In September 1931, de Fliondior was seen in the role 
of President cof “Argus Properties Inc.," 8 Hanking Road, 
and as Managing Director of "De Flondor, Limited," Ho.316 
Kiangee Road. Both companies were incorporated in the 
State of Delaware, and both were real estate and invest- 
ment concems. 

The authorized capital of “Argus Properties Inc.® 
consisted of G$500,000, divided into 100,000 shares of 
common stock at par velue of G§2.50 and 100,000 shares 
of preferred stock at G$2.50 par value. 

The new concern was extenalvely advertised in the 
Yocal vernacular prese, and a large maber of shares were

taken by numerous Chinese. In this connection, however, j

ané exhaustive enquiries have confirmed it, no busimea 
at all was carried out by either Argus Properties Inc. 
or de Flondor Lid., which were both considered to be firms 
of no repute and of no consequence in the business world. 
Waturally de Flondor and his partners drew large directors! 
feea ani lived sumptuougiy but when their past began to 
catch up with them, the companies just dropped out and 
by the spring of 1932, gome six months after their 
incorporation, they ceased to extat. There ia very 
little doubt that both the campanies were promoted with 
fraudulent intent. 

In July 1982, de Flondor eet himself up as a lawyer ~ 
“Paul de Flonder, LL.B." = ami as President of "The 
Rumanian Association of China." He waa at this time 
renting offices at 412/3, 2 Peking Road, from where he 
conducted his interests. 

In connection with his legal enterprise he presented, 
in August 1832, his credentiale to various extraterritorial 
courts in Shanghai ané in due course received permission 
to practice in the United States Court for China, Swiss 
Consular Court, Norwegian Consular Court, Netherlands 
Consular Court, Royal Consular Tribunal of Italy and 
H-BoM. Supreme Court.

never prospered, although he partici ted in a number of 
erdiminal and civil cases in some of the above mentioned 
courts. 

&@ Preaident of the Rimanian Association in China, 
de Flondor was able te induce certain other well-to-do 
Romanians to part with large sums of money to finance 
achemea engineered by himself and from which large profits 
were gupposed to accrue, one of the echemes came to 
anything, however, and the only peraon who benefited from 
the transactions appears to have been de Flondor. One 
instance ig on recor of a gentleman who parted with sone 
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foes ond 
C.$10,000 to de Flondor, and who wuld, if certain of his 
erptwhile compatriot'a whereabouts, have him extradited and 
brought to book far fraud. 

By April 1933 de Flondor's atar was @ the wane and 
being dunnec by mumerous creditors, he disappeared from hia 
offices at 2 Peking Road which were later sealed by court 
order. In the following month, de Flonior rented an office 
in the Ward Bullding, 620 Szechuen Road, but trouble quickly 
arose over the non-payment of rent and this office, too, 
was gealed by the order of the court. 

During December 19382 de Flondor was the defendant in 
a civil debt case in the Shanghai Special District Court, 
the Tung Ming Electric Co. being the complainants, whilst 
on March 17, 1993 be was charged by the Chins Finance 
Corporation with fvaud in «a Private Criminal Proseention 
at the Shanghal Special District Court. The case however 
was not entertained. In this latter case it ia of interest 
to note that he described his nationality ag “Hungarian.” 

Re left Shanghai in tha summer of 1933 en route to 
India, ani hia departure was undoubtedly brought about 
by the fact that his many creditora were demanding payment, 
and failure to settle obviously meant legal cases in which 
he would have been defendant. 

In November 1933 de Flondor turned up in Bombay, where, 
after having bean examined for purposea of naturalization, 
he was on November 4, 1933 granted a Certificate of Britiah 
nationality Ho. 453 by the Government of India. On November <', 
28, 1933 be was iseved with British Passport Ko. 86754 from 
Bombay. 

In 1934 de Flondor was very 111 in the Medical College 
Hospital, Calcutta, whence he was discharged in August 19%. 

In January 1935, « Mise Anne Marie Traub, German, 
applied to H.BeM. Congui-General in Caire fav a vise to 
proceed to India for the purpose of marrying Paul de Flomior. 
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He was in Cairo at the time and solemnly decdared 
before the Consul-~General that it was his intention 
to marypy Mise Traub on arrival in India. The Consui- 
General at Cairo referred the mattar to the Government 
of Bombay, who cabled to have the visa cancelled. By 
that time, however, de Flondor and Miss fpaub had 
alreaty left Egypt and proceeded to aden where they 
went through a form of marriage on February 2, 1935. 
They then proceeded to Ceylon where thev arrived on 
February 9, 1935. On the same day Miss Traub 
produced German passport No- 57 issued in Wurtemburg, 
to the Colombo Secretariat, from whom she obtained 
British Passport No» 10274 dated 9.235 in the name of 
Mrs. Anne Marie de Flomior,. 

A little later de Flondor was arrested in 
Colombe for failure to pav hia hotel bill of Re. 1119/- 
The matter was later settled out of Court. Thay both 
left ostensibly for Maéras on March 18, 1955 on the 
6sa- “Lecante de Lisle* but did not landat that port 
and passed through to Singapore. de Flondor's 
present wheres outs, however, are unknom. 

Subsequent enquiries owed that de Flondor 
committad bigamy by marrying Misa Traub, he having 
been legally married to Misa Mayer in 194, which 
union haa not been diasolved. 

He ig wanted by the Police authorities in Bombay 
for bigamy and for making a false declaration to obtain 
a British certificate of naturniization. 

A thorough reggecan’ an unilesirable character, 
steps have bean taken by the British Authorities in 
Ipdia to revoke his certificate of British nationality 
and to cancel the validity of hie British passport.

Prisoners under criminal charges may be 
Icedped in the Civil Wing and prison 
regulations may be disregarded at will 
by those in charge. 

Mr. Judd's statement must be true 
for it was bared partly on his own 
testimony that he and his. associate 
were acquilted. 

Tt was pointed out to me by a-doubt- 
ing Thomas friend that the statements 
af Mr. Judd aud Mr. Peters do not seen! 
lo agree and it was held that one at 
them may have even fbbed. It was 
further argued that if inaceuracies or 
untruths could hase crept in ot such a. 
simple matter as prison treatment, etc, | 
how could they be depend upon to give 
a (ruthfi ang accnrate account of what | 
actually did happen that wintry night| 
when a poor Chinese hbhegear received | 
his fatal immersion in the Soochow 
Creek?

Mr. Judd Corrects Statements 
“Wade in England 
Mr. W. A. Judd wishes to correct 


certain statements alleged to have 
been made in England by Mr. E. 


FW, Peters in regard to the treatment 


received ky Mr. Peters and Mr. Judd 
during their detention for trial in the 
recent case in the Supreme Ccurt. 

The statement in question was not 
published in the ‘“North-China Baily 
News” but references to it have been 
made in other papers and Mr. Judd 
wishes it to be known that he and Mr. 
Peters were shown every considera- 
tion whilst being detained in the Ward 
Road Gaol, and Mr. Judd wishes agai 
to thank the Gaol staff for their con-,; 
sideration. He goes on to Say: : 

Regurding lawyer's fees, Peters paid 
exactly the same as I, as Peters’ fees 
were paid the same time as mine, which 
was $230.00 for six days in the Polica 
Court and $300.00 for eight days in 
the Supreme Court, and included outs 
side-cf-Court work. e 

These fees, I think, were exceptional+ 
ly jow, and I believe would not even 
pay overhead expenses for any lawyer.

The jury (twelve British residents}, after a 
consulation lasting 40 minutes. declared that the British 
oolicemen were “Not Guilty". 

It was not surpirsing that anplause came 
from some of the people sresent in Court. 

Was the sick Chinese beggar thrown into the 
creek by the two British volicemen or was he thrown uvon 


a peggar boat? The truth will never be known.

At asout 3 a.m. December 1, 1935, two foreign 
policemen (subjects of qa civilized and progressive nation, 
Great Britain} whose duty is to protect the interests of 
residents, received information that a Chinese beggar 
was laying on Dixwell Road, They Went there in motor 
car Noe 8502 and subsequently threw the beggar into the 
Hongkew Creek, They did not know that the chauffeur, 

a Chinese named Doo Sun Fu (J}t4 ) and a Chinese policeman 
were paying close attention, to their act or that a hawker 
nemed Sun Ching Sun (YY 4°44 ) later rescued the sick 
beggar fr, a ereek or that two pedestrians named Nai 

Yih Sz ( W- }); male, and Chang Ah She (ese ), female, 
had also witnessed their actions However cléver the 
arguments of the two policemen may be, the above evidence 
must be Well established. 

During the past few decades, Chinese people 
have been made special targets of insult. Friends returning 
from abroad say that when Americans and Europeans discovered 
that they were Chinese, theywere looked upon with contempt. 
In Shanghai, when & Chinese farmer is knocked down and 
killed by a motor car owned by a foreigner, 4 compensation 
of $50 is paid. It aeems that this is the standard price, 
Supposing that a Chinese kmocks down and kills a dog 
belonging to a foreigner, it is a serious casés It Was 
not surprising therefore that in the past, &@ board used 
to be exhibited in the parks prohibiting Chinese and 
dogs from entering the place, The velue of the Chinese 
people is, in the eyes of foreigners, about the same 
ag that of a dog and the value of a Chinese beggar is 
consequently muah lesa.

The two foreign policemen are being charged 
in the British Court and some 30 witnesses have been heard. 
On February 5, the chauffeur who drove the motof car 
conveying the beggar to the creek was questioned and on 
February 6 the hawker who rescued the beggar out of the water 
after he had been thrown into the creek was interrogated. 

It is said that more Nitnesses will te heard and that the 
case will be concluded next Tuesday or Wednesday. This 

shows how much attention the British authorities are 

paying to the case. The lawyers retained by the two 

foreign policemen are very fierce. On February 5, they 
questioned the chauffeur for over 6 hours and on the following 
day, the hawker was questioned. Thus the driver and the 
hawker may fall into traps laid by the lawyers. 

It has now been established that the sick beggar 
was not removed to a hospital but to the side of a creck} 
it has also been established that the beggar was thrown 
into the creek, The point as to whether the beggar fell 
on a beggar boat when he was thrown into the creek or 
whether the beggar was thrown into the creek itself has 
not yet been ascertained. If the beggar fell on the 
beggar boat, then the statement made by the hawker is false. 
For this reason the lawyers for the defence of the two 
foreign policemen on February 6 did their best to show that 
the hawker was a aotorious character. 

We do not desire to comment on the case while 
it is sub judice, This case has dr&wn our attention to 
Police affairs in the Foreign Settlements and we take 
this opportunity to make the following observationss- 

Onecan notice on the streats at any time arbitrary 
acts committed by the lordly policemen who display their 
majesty to ricsha coolies, hawkers, prostitutes and beggars, 
Qf course, in the eyes of the authorities of the Foreign 
Settlements, these people are so much filth, but however 
dirty they may ba, they are human beings, althbugh :they 
are not treated as such. Licences of ricshas are taken 
away, their cushions are seized, the coolies Mmeel on the 
rond begging the policemen for their return, Stalls of 
hewkers are qverturned with kicks and the wares scr.ttered 
about on the ground *nd the hawkers are taken to the Police 
Stetion. In cold weather, prostitutes hurriedly run awoy 
at the spproach of policemen. They cre detained in prison 
if orrested. Ag to the trectment cf beggars, the present 
case ig 2 good example and needs no further comment, 

These men and women represent the lower section 
of the community. Whatever may be the condition of the 
Settlement, its foundations are based on this lower section 
of the communi ty.

We may not hope that this small case will wake qf

A Lewildering array of prosecution witnesses followed 
che another in cluse succession in the witness stand yester- 
duy during continuation of the trial of Scrgeant E. W. Peters 
and Probationary Sergeant W. A. Judd, S. M.P., who are 
tharged before H. M. Supreme Court with the murder of 
Mau Teh-piau, a Chinese beggar, by throwing him into 
Hongkew Creek in the early morning of December 1, thereby 
causing his death from pneumonia. In spite of the unusual 
speed with which most of these witnesses were disposed of, 
the hearing lasted until 7 p.m. and will be continued this 
morning with the appearance of still more witnesses. Court 
will probably be adjourned this noon until Monday morning, 
so that it is not likely that the case will be finished until well 


into next week.

In December last year, Forsign Sergeant 
Peters and Probationary Sergeant Judd of the Shanghai 
Municipsl Poliae threw a Chinese beggar into the Soochow 
Creek. The two men appeared on remand in the Police 
Court at 9 am. yesterday when they were committed for 
trial on a charge of manslaughter before the British 
Supreme Courts 2 Chinese Judge will be present to watch 
the proceedings. 

The existence of the unequal treetics has 
resulted in numerous disputes between Chinese and 
foreigners, Furthermore, the existence of the Settlementa 
administration consiitutes en infringement of our national 
rights. After the revolution in the 15th Year of the 
Chinese Republic, couditions have gradually improved 
as @ result of the cxtablishment of the Special District 
Court, Thore oocur.cd unexpectedly an incident in which 
foreign Police officers had reckicssly and 
unréeegonebly treated humen beings, Is not such a state 
of affairs intolereble? 

It is of coursa too c’rly to discuss the 
question of the extradition of the two officers, but 
we however hope thet the ontire Chincsae community wiil 
urge the British Conauleate ae well es the Chinese Judge 
who will watch the proceedings to uphold justice, It 
is only in this way th=t the illoegel practices on the 
part of the foreign sergesnts con be prevented.

TWO FOREIGN POLICEMEN THROW A BEGGAR INTO A_ CREEK, 


on the first of this month a man named Ma Teh 
Piao (% @ AW), native of Nanking, lay on Sink eepang 
Road and Point Road, suffering from illness. He Was 
discovered by a Chinese policeman, on patrol duty, who 
reported the matter to the Kashing Road Station. Two 
foreign Sergeants, Peters and Judd, proceeded to the 
said locality and placed the man in their car. Whilst 
passing hy Fearon Road and Yalu Road, they suddenly 
ordered the driver, a Chinese policeman, to stop, after 
‘which they threw Ma Teh «iao inte the creek, The act 
Was Witnessed by a vegetahle hawker named sung Ching 
Sung (4 4 # ), who, after borrowing a bamboo stick 
from a bo&t moored in the creek, su ceeded in rescuing 
“ Ma Teh Piao out of the creek. Surg reported the matter 
to a Chinese policeman of Hongkew Pclice Station and 
Ma was removed to St. Luke's Hespital where, however, 
he died later. 
Since this case of cruelty was made known, 
the Police bimught an action against the two guilty 
foreign policemen in the British Consular Court. Se 
far it is not known what the verdict will be.

On, the first of this month a man named Ma Teh 
Piao (§ ie te FG), native of Nanking, lay on Sink eepang 
Road and Point Road, suffering from illness. He was 
discovered by a Chinese policeman, on patrol duty, who 
reported the matter to the Kashing Road Station. Two 
foreign Sergeants, Peters and Jurd, proceeded to the 
said locality and placed the man in their ear. Whilst 
passing by Fearon Road and Yalu Road, they suddenly 

( ordered the driver, a Chinese policeman, to stop, after 
which they threw Ma Teh «iao into the creek. The act 
Was Wi tne ased by a vegetable hater named sung Ching 
Sung (Ft % # ), who, after borrowing a bamboo stick 
from a weet moored in the creek, sueceeded in rescuing 
Ma Teh Piao out of the creek.

&t 3 asm. on December 2, foreign Police officers 
Nos. 106 and 229, attached to Kashing Road Station, took 
the Station motor car which was being driven by C.P.C,3067, 
and went for a drive, When thay were proceeding along 
Fearon Road by Hongkew Creek, at about 3.15 asme, FeSs 106 
saW a beggar sleeping by the side of the road, and 
immediately ordered the driver to stop the care The two 
foreign Police officers then ali sited from the car and 
ran over to the beggar who Was slceping at the side of the 
road, and catching him, one by tie nead and the other by 
the heels, heaved him into the Hongkew Cru2k, thus giving 
the beggar a solid bath, Luckily, : boatman belonging to 
one of the craft moored in tne Creek, saw these two 
foreigners, Kos. 106 and £29, throw tne beggar into the 
Creek, #8 the two foreigners drove off in the car, this 
boatman immedietely dragged the beggrr out of the Crack. 
Although the tide hnppened to be out at the time, the 
beggar lost consciousness owing to the extreme cold.

Death due to double-pneumonia, 
ageravated py water, was 
the coroner's. verdict pro- 
nounced at the conclusion 
of the inquest held over Mau Tuh~- 
piau, beggar, at the Fearon Road 
Mortuary yesterday morning. Mau 
is alleged to have been thrown into 
Hongkew Creek on the morning of 
December 1 by Sergeant Ernest 
William Peters and FProbaticnary 
Sergeant: Wiliam Alfred Judd, of 
the Kashing Road Police Station. 

After rendering his verdict, the 
coroner stated that according to. 
police investigation, the beggar had 
been thrown into Hongkew Creek. 
by two British policemen, who had 
already been brought before H. M. 
Police Court on 2 ‘charge of a3- 
sault. He added that'the body of 
the deceased would be handed aver 
to the Tu.Soo Shing Ching Benc-" 
volent Society and be held pending 
the outcome of the case against 
the two police officers, scheduled 
to be resumed at 10.30 a.m. on the 
coming Tuesday. 

Testimony Conflicts 

Conflicting testimony featured 
the inquest yesterday in that a 
chauffeur of a police car declarcd 
that he saw the. two policemen 
throw the beggar into the creek, 
while a Chinese detective from the 
Hongkew Police Station declared 
that he had questioned the beggar 
before the latter. died on Friday 
morning, and had obtained in- 
formation indicating that the man 
might have leaped into the creek 
himself, 

Detective inaiecta G. J. Ben- 
nett, of the Kashing Road Station, 
testified that at 2.45 a.m,, Decem- 
ber 1, he had received a telcphone 
call from Chinese Constable 1723 
that a sick beggar was lying on 
Singkeipang Road near Point kod. 
He continued that Jater, two for- 
eign policemen, Nos. 299 and 106, 
hac driven to the. spot, had lifter 
the beggar to the running boarn 
of the police car they were driving 
ih and that it was alleged that they 
had gone 4o Fearon Road. It war 
further alleged, the inspeclor con- 
tinued, that they had thrown the 
beggar in the creek. Inspector 
Bennett did not publicly state the 
names of the two policemen but 
wrate the names down on a slip of 
paper, Mending the paper to the 
prgéurator. 

The man had heen rescued from 
the oreek, the inspector continued 
by one Zung Ching-sung, a haw- 
ker, who happened to be nearby. 
He continued that Chinese Police 
Constable 993, of the Hongkew 
Police Station, later took the bez- 
gar to St. Luke’s Hospital, where 
the man died Friday morning. 


Eye-Witness Testifies 

Chinese Constable No. 1728 testi- 
fied at the inquest, stating thal he 
had found a sick beggar lying at 
the corner of Singkelpang Toul 
uear Point Road and had called 
the Kashing Road Police Station 
reporting the case. The driver of 
the police car. Police Chauffeur No. 
3067, also testified. He declared 
that he was an eye-witness to the 
affair and actually saw the’ two 
policemen throw | the beggar into 
the creek.

OPIUM SUPPRESSION IN THE INTERNATIONAL SETTLEMENT 


According to information secured by 
this paper on July 7, it ig learned that the Shanghai 
Municipal Council has agreed tn principle to the proposal 
brought up by the Chinese authorities for the establishment 
of an office for dealing with the registration of opium 
addicts in the International Settlement. It is also 
learned that a Comuittee consisting of Major F. W, Gerrard, 
Commissioner of Police, Mr. S. Fessenden, Secretary-General, 
and Mr. R. T. Bryan, the Municipal Advocate, of the 
S.M.C. has been instructed to dtudy thia problem as well 
as to glean information as to how to bring abgqut the 
establishment of such an office for the suppression of 
opium in the International Settlement. 

Adcording to reliable information, 
the S.M.C., 80 far as it ts concerned, hopes the Chinsse 
authorities will undertake full responsibility as regards 
the question of registration of opium smokers, but is 
definitely opposed to the establishment of opium hoengs 
inside the Settlement. What the S.M.C. will do in 
connection with this problem ies to forward to the Chinese 
authorities the list of namas of the registered opium 
addicts after the registration is complete. All addicts 
residing in the International Settlement should surrender 
themselves for registration, failing which suitable 
punishment will be meted out upon them. 

The Shanghai City Government is 
contemplating the appointment of several officials to 
look after the matter of registration, but the Committee 
of the three offictals of the S.M.C. is still considering 
as to whether or not this proposal of the Shanghai City 
Gavernment can be accepted. 

According to the decision reached at 
the Council meeting, the Chinese authorities may issue 
licences to opium smokers residing inside the International 
Settlement, nevertheless the Qqueation aa to whether or 
not the issue of such permits should be handied hy the 
§.M.C. is still under consideration by the Committee. 

There is no truth in the report thet 
in case of deficit, the Shanghai City Government will 
issue @rants for the upkeep of the Opium Suppression 
office in the International Settlement. All expenses 
of this office will be met from the income derived from 
the regiatration of opium addicts and oollected by the 
S.MeGee While in the case of licence fees, same will be 
forwarded to the Shanghai City Government after they have 
been codlected by the Council.

The SeMsC. hae now appointed Mr. S. Fessenden, 
the Secretary-General, Mgjor Gerrard, the Commissioner 

of Police, and Mr. ReTe Bryan, Jr., the Municipal Advocate, 

to draft a set of detailed regulations governing the 

enforcement of opium suppression in the Settlement. 

The regulations will be put into force ag soon as they 

are approved by the Council.

These bookletg will be 
distributed and posted with the object of extending the 
propaganda and enabling the people to understand the 
strict measures drawn up by the Government for the 
suppression of opium and narcotics.

waa received, we held an urgent meeting on August 19 
and decided to send representativea to take over 
the controi of the Mutual Aid Association. But 
the step was not carried cut because we were 
perguaéded by the Aoting Commissioner of Police to 
wait quietly for a settlement. 

‘The Mutual Aid Association was formed more 
than a year ago and has collected subacriptions 
amounting to more than $200,000.00. It is in 
a corrupt state and has not carried out any 
venevolent work. This is Known to all. 

‘On June 24, the S.M.C. held a meeting and 
decigedtthe reorganization of the Associations 

L. Pollowing the fasuing of this order, more than 
half of the members of the committee of the 
Association resigned. The reorganization has not 
yet been carried oute 

‘On August 9 the Association convened a 

* committee meeting. On August 14 there appeared 
t in the "Shun Fao® a set of reschutians passed by 
the meeting in questione These reaolutions had 
i evidertly-been fabricated by certain inddvidualis 
: as the committee of the Mutual Aid Association was 
not in a position to pase any resolutions because 
more than half o* its meakers had aizeady reaigned. 
‘The Association is reported to have sarmarked 
$40,000 for the insurance of aooltes, $10,000 as a 
pensionsefund and $50,000 for ¢{he*relief of unemployed 
coclies and their repatriation,to their native | 
homes « Upon. questioning a #iysha coolie, we find 
that none of these measures, have’ been put into force. 
This reveals the deceit of the Association. 
‘When a coclie dies, a coffin is solicited 
’ from ricsha owners; in winter coolia&s apply ta 
beneyglent societies for clothing; when the price 
of rice rises, copies approach thesa societies 
for aid. Inste of giving agsistance to coclies 
in these directions, the Association haa thought 
wee of insurance, pension, etcep it has placed less 
Te important work to the framt and overlooked more 
a urgent work requiring immediate attentions 
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
